it gives a list of 91 
vessels, th eir rate, date of construction, m aterial 


OI bull, iropulsioo, tonnage, displacem ent, pres­ 
en t station, condition of bull; th e type of engine, 
wnen 
built, condition, m um ber of cylinders, 
diam eter 
and 
stroke; 
type 
aud 
num ber 
of 
boilers, 
when 
built, th e ir 
condition aud 
the speed, per cent, of boller power, indicated 
horse power and coal per horse power as compiled 
from m e latest steam I o rs recording greatest 
power trials. The report shows th a t ol the bulls 
of vessels existing Jan u ary I, 1882, 14 were not 
w orth repairing, 7 were not w orth finishing, 25 
could be repaired bu t at considerable cost, 29 
were in active service, 4 in good order, 5 rebuild­ 
ing and 2 H uttig for sea. OI steam engines for

This money was used, it mu9t be rem em ­ 
bered, only on m achinery, boilers aud m echanical 
stores and outfits for the engineering d epartm ent 
of the vessels. 
It is im possible to give tho origi­ 
nal cost of Hie m achinery upon which tb is enor­ 
m ous outlay bas been m ade, as m uch of ft was 
built under the bureau of 
construction and 
repair.

selected. The original m achinery in the Pensa­ 
cola, bu ilt betwei-u 1803 and 66, co9t §408,- 
783 02. There has been expended on her m achinery 
since she was built, 8357,507 62. 
The original

Since til* n there has been expended in 
repairs, 8314,810 98. The original cost of the 
m achinery in the old M anronom an was $240,-

The original m a­

■ W ashington, April 24.—An im p o rtan t report 
hr s been m ade bv Senator M itchell, from the com­ 
m ittee on peusions, on a bill g ran tin g arrears 
ox pension to Min, A nnie A. Hayes, widow of the 
late B rigadier-G eneral A lexander Haves of P itts­ 
burg. The House passed a lull g ran tin g Mrs. 
Hayes arrears a t the rate of $20 per m onth from 
Alay 5, 1864, t o Ju ly 14. 1870, m aking iii all 
about $ 1500. 
P rior to July 14, 1870, Mrs. Hayes 
received a pension of $30 per m onth. 
A fter 
th a t date her pension was bier a*ed to 850 
per m onth. 
The lady Is a com plete Invalid, 
and her oldest eon is blind, m aking the circum ­ 
stance of her application to r arrears peculiarly 
touching. 
Mr. M itchell was in stru cted by the 
com m ittee to m ake an adverse report upon the 
bill. In a le tte r Iroin the com m issioner of pen­ 
sions accom panying tho report, *t Is set forth 
th a t the whole num ber of pensions given to su r­ 
vivors of general officers killed in action, or who 
died from w ounds while in the service.is sixty-six. 
Special acts have since been passed lur increase 
ol pensions in tw enty-one of these cases. Mrs. 
H aves’ pension was am ong the num ber so in­ 
creased by special act. 
Between July I, 1880, 
and F ebruary 15, 1882, ninety-five special acts 
were passed, increasing pensions in individual 
cases to $50 per m onth. 
The commute*' finds 
th a t to adopt tn e policy of evening up the de­ 
ficiency of rates under form er laws to the plan 
of those since 
established would lead to au 
alm ost endless

In case of the disability

it is earnestly proposed to increase tho rate to 
$40. The expenditures for pensions have been 
m ade with such prodigality iu tile p ast few years 
th a t the Senate pensions com m ittee has decided 
to set its face against f urth er special legislation 
of the ch aracter applied for in Airs. H ayes’ bill.

W a s h i n g t o n , April 24.—It Is Highly probable 
th a t a bill will be reported from tho House com­ 
m ittee on post offices and post roads w itnin a 
short tim e to reduce the rate of postage on 
letters from three to two cents. 
Tile com m ittee 
held

m eeting 
this 
m orning 
and 
dis­ 
cussed the subject for 
nearly 
two 
hours. 
The preponderance of opinion seemed largely 
in laver of the reduction. 
There are half a dozen 
bills nefore tile com m ittee for the reduction of 
letter postage, hut the com m ittee will d ra ft a new 
bill and otter it as a substatute for the others. 
The F est Office De part til tit is now self-sustaiu- 
iDg, th an k s lo th e honest and efficient m anage­ 
m ent of ex-Postm aster-G eneral Jam es. There is 
already a surplus of over $600,000 to the credit 
of the dep artm en t for the present fiscal year. 
Since 1803, when th e three-cent rate of postage 
went into effect, there lias been a reduction in 
tile rates of postage on second, th ird and fourth 
cla* 8 m atter. 
The rate on letters, which are first- 
class m atter, bas alone been m aintained. The 
governm ent loses money In carrying m atter of the 
three lower grades, and all its profits are made on 
letter postage and postal cards. 
'I he m em bers ol 
the com m ittee on post otlices and post roads are of 
the oniniou tjjat in a shore tim e the departm ent 
by honest m anagem ent could tie m ade self-sus­ 
taining, even lf the rate on letters should be re­ 
duced to two cents. 
Air. B ingham , chairm an of 
the com m ittee, favors the reduction. 
Substitute n ill on the Claim* Incident to 
the H eath of President Garfield. 


W a s h i n g t o n , D . C ., April 24.—The com m ittee 
appointed to au d it the claim s incident to the sick­ 
ness and death of P resident Garfield m ade its 
report to the H ouse this m orning through its 
M ialnnau, Ju d g e Taylor. The substance of the 
report has been foreshadowed in these despatches, 
and the am ounts fixed are Hie only new m atters 
of interest, 
'th e rep o rt recom m ends a total 
appropriation of *98,294 98, of w hich the doctors 
arid nurses shall receive as follows: Dr. Bliss. 
$25,006; Hrs. Agnew and H am ilton, $15,000 
each; lira. Heyburn, Boynton and Edson, $10,000 
each, and Crump, $3000. Tho other W hite House 
employes, some tm rty in num ber, are given a 
m onth’s ex tra pay each. 
It is recom m ended th a t 
W oodward tie m ade a surgeon w ild the rank and 
pay of a lieutenant-colonel, the rank lie now 
holds by breve', and th a t Burgeon-General Barnes, 
when retired, be retired wit.li the rank and nay 
of a m ajor-general. 
Messrs. B lackburn, Springer 
and Lefevro subm it a m inority report in which 
they assert th a t m any claim s have been audited 
aud allowed w ithout sufficient proof, and recom ­ 
mend tiiut the m ajority report he recom m itted 
and additional proof on claim s be dem anded. 
Ju d g e Taylor is not satisfied w ith the m ajority 
report, but, as the com m ittee decided upon it, lie 
acquiesces.

T ru e 
Inw ardness 
of

Indian 
T ro u b le In A rizona. 
W a sh in g to n , A pril 24.—A bout a year ago ex­ 
tensive deposits of coal were discovered in the 
San Carlos or W hite M ountain Indian reservation 
in Arizouo. 
The Indians becam e alarm ed as 
miners aud prospectors poured into th eir coun­ 
try, and it was with some 
difficulty th a t the 
•eservation was cleared of Intruders. 
V arious 
itteiupts were m ade by outside parti a to secure 
control of these coal deposits, and a t last the 
agent secured of the Indians toe execution of a 
lease which places in the hands of one man for 
titty years for a cash royalty all coal or other 
m ineral lands in the reservation. 
The In terio r 
D epartm ent prom ptly disapproved th e lease. 
It 
va9 proposed nex t to remove the indians, but 
they objected. 
W ithin ten years th e ir reserva­ 
tion bas been reduced in size five tim es. 
I t 9 
present area em braces about 2,500,000 acres, 
i*ut only about 16,000 acres are capable of k i n g 
tilled. 
There are on 
the reservation 4578 
Apaches, including C hiricahuas, who are now on 
tho war p a th 
It is not difficult to in fer from the 
account given by the department that the outbreak 


which nas already lost several lives, was indi­ 
rectly the result of efforts m ade to get possession 
of Hie coal aud drive the Indians to some other 
f 
lace. 
It was proposed to remove tuem to the 
ndiau Territory. The head m en of the trib e 
answ ered th a t the women and children and old 
men m ight be rem oved by force, b u t th a t th e 
young an*! m iddle aged bucks would never go. 
The com m issioner of indian affairs suggests the 
en actm en t of a law authorizing the secretary of 
the in terio r to lease the coal lauds to the highest 
hid der and to pay th e receipts into the treasury, 
to offset th e am ount ($3o,000 per annum ), ex­ 
pended In th e care and support of these Indians. 
Hunk rn etc? leg islatio n . 
A judiciary »ui»-commlttee rn th e House is con­ 
sidering th e general question of bankruptcy, and 
has adopted the outlines of a new bill which is 
based upon the different features of the several 
bills which have been referred to it. 
The House 
sub-com m ittee consists of H um phreys of Wis­ 
consin, McCord ol Iow a and M anning of M issis­ 
sippi. 
The 
work

The sub-com m ittee 
will undoubtedly make a unanim ous report, and 
they are confident th a t the general com m ittee will 
adopt th eir report. 
It is the purpose to have the 
b ankruptcy bill reported from Hie H ouse com- 
Vrffttee as early as practicable, in order th at when 
the equity bill shall be reached on the Senate cal­ 
endar the opponents of th a t plan in the Senate 
may move to su b stitu te for it the m easure upon 
which th e House judiciary com m ittee shall have 
agreed. 
T h o le T e rrib le K ebcl W a r Claim*. 
In the House Saturday, d uring tho considera­ 
tion of th e blit providing tor the judicial ascertain­ 
m ent of private claim s, Air. Springer of Illinois 
ridiculed the statem en t recently m ade by Mr. 
Cam p of New York to the effect ’th a t there were 
rebel war claim* to the am ount of m illions renrty to 
be dum ped Into Congress if the D em ocrats should 
gain control, and declared lf there was any party 
w aiting the advent of the D em ocratic party iuto 
pow er w ith the expectation th a t any rebel claim 
would lie paid, th at party would w ait in vain.

conclusion, he advocated the adoption of a con­ 
stitu tio n al am endm ent on tile subject of the 
ascertainm ent of private claim s as Hie only m eans 
by w hich 
Congress 
could escape from th a t 
enorm ous evil. 
T h e lm|trl*»iM>d A m erican tau*i»«*et*. 
Mr. Robinson of New York arose to a question 
of privilege in toe House Saturd iy, and asked the 
speaker how long before the foreign affairs com 
m tttee would report concerning th e im prison­ 
m ent of A m erican susnects in E nglish jails, and 
now long such citizens m ust tie held in jail by an 
im m ident and insolent governm ent.

C a l l a o , Peru, April 16.—On the 17th of Jan u ­ 
ary, 
1881, the C hilian forces un d er G eneral 
B aquadano assaulted, nnd, after a feeble resist­ 
ance, captured tho fortified positions around 
Lim a, thus giving a final blow* to the p rotracted 
struggle for m ilitary and naval suprem acy which, 
for two year* previous, had occupied th e tim e 
and w asted th e lives and treasu re of the u nfortu­ 
nate in h ab itan ts of both countries. 
To th e com­ 
m ercia! world the issue was of Interest from the 
fact th a t foreign capital figured in a d om inant 
ratio in all enterprises for th e developm ent of the 
m anifold 
resources 
of 
both 
countries, 
and 
from 
th e 
additional 
fa c t 
th a t 
th e 
sway 
of 
the 
west 
coast 
of 
South 
A m erica 
m ust forever 
rem ain in 
the 
hands of the 
victor. The people of ail the Spanish-A niericau 
republics are naturally "creatu res of im pulse,” 
and none m ore so than the people of Peru. 
From 
t be days of Bizzarro, the Spanish sem i-bandit of 
tru th , bu t the nero of Peruvian history, down to 
tile presen t day, the record of national progress 
has been a poor showing for a people so happily 
placed in the m atter of clim ate anil productive­ 
ness of soil. The national Spanish ch aracteristic— 
indolence— assisted by a m ost profound depth of 
superstitious church reverence, has culm inated iii 
th e u tte r prostration of the general people iii a 
m ental 
seine, 
and 
has 
left them a 
prey 
to 
any 
designing 
ch arlatan 
w an 
m ight 
com e to Hie fro n t with personal ends to serve. 
Any m ark of progress ap p aren t today iu Peru is 
tile work of the foreign elem ent, and any ability 
possessed by her leading men is the result of 
foreign teachings. 
How poor, 
then, was 
her 
chance to cope w ith a rival like Chili is a t once 
apparent. 
Tho great difference in latitu d e be­ 
tw een Hie countries is as great as th a t which di­ 
vides us from the C eutral A m erican S tates, M id 
tlie ch aracteristics of the people equally so. Toe 
Chiliads are a progressive people in them selves, 
added to which is the fa t of a more general 
absorption ut the foreign elem ent, and a natural 
benefit to them is the result. 
H er arm y and 
uavy is officered by able men of 
E u ro p e a n or A m erican Extraction, 
w ho bring to th e ir several duties the natural 
native shrew dness of th eir resp ctive countries, 
and who can never allow them selves or th eir ser­ 
vices to be overcom e by a more degenerate race. 
Btich, then, was Hie statu s oi the two peoples at 
the beginning of Hie contest, and tho end was 
to e only natu ral re s u lt—the “survival ot the fit­ 
te st.” The n itrate interests in the province ot 
Tarapacu, in southern Peru, which form ed the 
bone of contention, were monopolized by foreign 
capital for foreign consum ption; so also was tho 
guano interest. 
The necessary public carn ag e of 
these natu ral products resulted iu as m uch pecun­

factotum . It was m easurably p aten t to th e ob­ 
server th at, as the troubles of Peru m ultiplied, 
some m ole potent hand than th a t of average 
chance was a t work for ber undoing, and the people 
who were m ainly responsible for ber d eteat upon 
the field theu are those who have figured in the 
proposed national loan schem e now so m alodor­ 
ous—men who, enjoying a little brief authority, 
prostituted Hie tru st lor personal ends, and no 
more represented P eruvian interests th an could 
an equal num ber ot Hie natives of K am schatka. 
It is true th a t the depleted state of tile P eruvian 
treasury rendered urg en t action necessary to rec­ 
om pense the victor for his losses; but all requisite 
funds could have been obtained through legiti­ 
m ate channels, and 
how ever in tru th any a t­ 
tem pt a t personal negotiations m ight lie disin­ 
terested, Hie n atu re of tho case should have 
prohibited any such advances as were m ade by 
m en ut our country, and which have been checked 
in tim e to 
Save U* front H um iliation 
and perhaps som ething worse. Though the peo­ 
ple of Peru are in the centre of the m ost ab ject 
poverty, tiiough they are as thoroughly crushed 
a9 th eir w orst enem y could wish, yet a laten t 
pride, horn of a tinge of the p aternal chivalric 
sp irit ot the days ol the original conquest, causes 
wonder, sorrow and ange>- a t the apparently 
treacherous action of th eir only reliance, the 
United States governm ent. 
U ntil I shall have 
h eard tile finale of the ubiquitous and uniquely 
original Shepherd, I cannot tell of the tru e in­ 
w ardness of th e affair from a Peruvian stan d ­ 
point, hu t Hie people bere are so used to 
the mote and beam policy of congressional 
action in A m erica th at they would not be sur­ 
prised to learn by the next mail th a t Blaine, Ship- 
herd & Co. were grossly al used and stainless men, 
w ho were duped iuto crooked action by the cr..fry 
and worldly-wise statesm en of P .ru . 
W hatever 
the ending of this disgraceful business m aybe, 
however Hie reeking vase may be shattered, the 
repugnant scent of a "Job” will cling to it, and 
result iii a greater estrangem ent of Hie peoples of 
both countries, a consum m ation more h u rt)ui to 
our com m ercial interests than 
would appear

Ho was horn in 
Shrew sbury, E ngland, F ebruary 12, 1809, was a 
son of Dr. R. VV. Darw in, and grandson of Dr. 
Erasm us Darwin, tho physiologist and poet. 
Re­ 
ceiving Ills early education In Shrew sbury gram ­ 
m ar school, in 1825 he went to the U niversity of 
F.dinburgb, where he studied for two years; he 
then 
entered 
C hrist's 
College, 
Caul bridge, 
w here 
he took 
his 
degree 
In 1831. 
Tho 
sam e year he volunteered to accom pany C aptain 
Fltzroy as n atu ralist in lits exploring expedition 
around the world In the ship IL* a go, which sailed 
from England Deco ber 27, 1831, and returned 
O ctober 2, 1836. The South American coast, tho 
Pacific Islands. A ustralia, 
New Zealand were 
visited aud extensively exam ined, and bolero hts 
return Mr. Darw in was elected a follow of the 
Royal Society. 
In tho n arrativ e of the voyago 
published 
iu 
1839, 
in 
three volumes, 
the 
last was 
contrib u ted 
by Mr. 
Darw in 
“ On 
the 
Discoveries 
in 
N atural 
H istory 
and 
Geology.” 
in 
1842 
he 
published 
“ H ie 
S tructure and 
D istribution of Coral R**efs” ; 
in 1*44, “ Geological Observations on Volcanic 
Islands” ; In 1846. ••Geological O bservations” : 
in 1851 and 1853 two volumes entitled ".Mono­ 
graph ol the Fam ily C irrip ed ial’ anil soon after 
two other volum es'on the fossil species of the 
same class. 
In 1853 the Royal Society aw arded 
the royal m edal to him, ami lie received tho 
Wall 'Sion m edal from the G eographical Society 
in 1859. 
His “ O rigin of Species by Means of 
N atural 
Selection,” a work which has passed 
through several English editions, been translated 
iuto several languages, including French, G er­ 
man, 
D utch, 
italian anil R ussian, and 
lias 
been tho subject of more reviews, pam phlets 
and separate books th an any other volume of 
the age, appeared in 1859. 
Mr. Darw in's viowg 
have been adopted by some of the most scientific 
men of the lim es, wnlle bv others they have been 
denounced as unfounded’ and absurd. Iii 1862 
appeared his "F ertilization of O rchids,” in 1868, 
"V ariation of Anim als and P lants under Domes­ 
tication," and In 1871, “ The D escent of Man and 
Selection in Relation to Sex.” 
In this book the 
author inferred th a t “ man is descended from a 
hairy quadruped, furnished 
with a tail and 
pointed ears, probably arboreal in its b ab u s.” His 
ideas were popularly incorporated u n d ertn en am e 
of “D aw lm sm ,” and have been since the subject 
of general debate. 
His contributions to the 
scientifio thought of the age have been, perhaps, 
greater tuan those of any o th er m an, and lie wilt 
be greatly missed in Hie circle of those engaged 
iii research after the facts and principles of 
nature.

I n the analysis of fertilizers th e ingredient* 
»f principal com m ercial value are nitrogen, 
phosphate cf lim e and potash. 
T h e difference 
in form, com bination and m ech an ical con­ 
dition in w hich these substances are found 
irreatlr affects th e ir value. T h e present m ethod 
of an aly zin g fertilizers recognizes these dis­ 
tinctions only in regard to phosphate of lime, 
and the values founded upon these analyses 
are altogether false aud erroneous. 
I n regard 
to nitrogen, th e m ost costly, 
we are n o t in ­ 
form ed as to the a m o u n t of soluble or in­ 
soluble, b u t it is usually stated as an organic 
su bstance 
“ yielding a m m o n ia ,’’ b u t we are 
left in ignorance as to w hen these changes take 
place in th e soil. 
As to the other constituents 
c ontained in fertilizers no m ention is m ade of 
them , as if they were valueless, alth o u g h they 
u sually com prise niu e-teu th s of th e whole 
weight, a n d are of val ne, a n d w h e n giv in g an 
aualvses the whole sh o u ld be given, and the 
form and condition in w hich they e x i s t T b eu 
it will be k u o wa 


WHAT THE FERTILIZER IS COMPOSF.D OF, 
a n d au estim ate of its ag ric u ltu ra l, as well as 
It# com m ercial value, can bo found, otherwise, 
bv the present m ethods, w hich do n o t recog­ 
nize these distinctions, th e conclusions draw n 
from th em a te uncertain, u n reliab le a n d of 
q uestionable value. 
A fertilizer can be m ad e 
c o n tain in g every e lem en t of 
plant-food in 
ab u n d an ce and yet be practically worthless. 
T h e potash or feldspar, th e phosphoric acid of 
m assive apatite, the nitrogen of leather are 
nearly innutritions for crops, because they are 
locked un in insoluble com binations. I n com ­ 
mercial fertilizers tne n itro g en is estim ated at 
from fifteen to twenty-five cents a pound; this 
is th e com m ercial value, for the reason th a t it 
c a n n o t be obtained in a form suitable for com­ 
m ercial purposes for less th a n that, h u t can 
be obtained in the form of lish-scraps, dried 
blood an d m ea t s o n e s , at about ten cents a 
p o u n d ; b u t th e agricultural value is quite 
an o th er th in g , and it should not be estim ated 
a t a h ig h er rate titan it can be produced for in 
an ag ricu ltu ra l form . 
P e a t contains 2*4 Dfir 
c e n t, of n itro g e n , an d th ere are b u t few farm s

HAVE AN ABUNDANCE OF IT ON THEM 
or in it# vicinity; as it is dug out, Its nitrogen

P e a t properly com posted with 
an alkali is a g re a t absorber of m oisture and 
tends to keep the soil moist, even in tim es of 
dro u g h t, a n a as it is decomposed, gives off car­ 
bonic acid gas, a powerful solveut of the soil, 
th u s liberating and rendering soluble other ele­ 
m e n ts of plant-food to nourish the grow ing 
crop.

The season has now fully a rrived when every 
joe interested in poultry bas m ade arra n g e ­ 
ment* for eggs for hatching purposes. 
O ne 
draw back to the successful issue of plans is 
the im p erfect m a n n e r in which they ate car- 
tied out. 
O ften (if egg* are purchased) they 
are placed u n d e r an indifferent sitter, a u d sel­ 
dom or never looked after u n til the chicks are 
expected to appear. 
Or the sitter m ay he a 
good ope, b u t indifferently cared for. 
H en ce 
comes failure. 
T h e saint: result may a tte n d 
sitting eggs produced on the premises. 
I n 
•very respect constant care is the price of early 
chickens. 
T h e w eather is variable, the sitting 
liens are m a n y tim es uncouiiortabie, conse­ 
quently unsteady, a n d the early eggs require 
the closest attention. 
Hurly ch ick en s are 
always the more profit.'.hie and require th e 
m ort attendance. 
A s m any liens as possible 
should be set a t one tim e. 
T his greatly les­ 
sens th e work of the keeper. 
I n order to ac­ 
com plish this result, e x tra care a nd feed should 
l>e 
bestowed d u rin g the preceding fall and 
wilder, so th a t the fowls m ay lie leady to b r od

T h e m ost im p o rtan t 
item , and one too ftequontly neglected, is 
fresh, clean water at all tim es, in w in ter as 
well as sum m er. 
H ens will not lay w ithout 
it. 
W h e n it is very cold, some m e th o d m u st 
he in v en ted to furnish a c o n tin u a l supply. 
O n e w a y is to p ro \id e iron d rin k in g vessels. 
A n y disused pot or kettle tL at does n o t leak is 
as good as anything. 
FILL THEM WITH BOILING WATER. 
T h e w ater beats the Irou, at th e sam e tim e 
cooling the w ater sufficiently for th e fow ls to 
drink. 
W h e n accustom ed to It thew will take 
it pretty w arm . 
NS herp there is a large flock, 
by the tim e they have all taken th e m o rn in g 
d ra u g h t, the vessels will be considerably low­ 
ered, h u t they w ill not freeze for several hours. 
A fte r d rin k i n g a gill or so apiece, th e fowls 
are ready for th e ir food, and for iaying eggs, 
and not m oping around in sullen inactivity. 
By l l o’clock the drink should be re p len ish ed 
arid th aw ed un will) more boiling water, thus 
keeping th e d rin k in g vessels open u n til n ight, 
when they should be em ptied aud tu rn e d up­ 
side down. 
By persevering in this m ethod, 
an d keeping a n eye over t he flock, that they 
go fo rw ard instead of backward, the sitters 
will h av e laid out their eggs and he ready to 
go in to the in cu b atin g room early in 
the 
season. 
T h e 
hens 
should 
be 
so 
trained 
th a t 
they 
h a v e 
no 
fear 
of 
the 
keeper, 
and 
are 
gentle 
aud 
docile 
on 
the 
nest; ntav be handled a n d removed from the 
place of la y in g to one of sitting, where hens 
and not incubators are em ployed to do the sit­ 
ting. 
A dozen m ay be attended to nearlv as 
easily as one, where they have a room furnished 
separate from th e layers, and are confined on 
the nests, and not allowed to conte off only at 
such tim es as the keeper allows. 
Tltev m ust 
be provided w ith fresh d rin k and food, and 
lim ited as to tim e of rem ain in g from the nest, 
according to the state of the w eather. 
Often 
hens do not m anifest a disposition to leave the 
nest oftener th a n once in two (lays, h u t should 
not be allowed to sit longer than this, as the 
course of n a tu re requires a relief to keep the 
birds in health. 
H ens are. in a greater or less 
degree, m ere machines, a n d m ay be led to re­ 
spo n d readily lo tho wishes of the keeper if 
said 
keeper u n d e rstan d s 
thoroughly 
their 
habits and n atures, supplying th em cheerfully, 
giv in g relief and com fort in every condition, 
art! m oreover ed u catin g th e m in the ways they 
should go.

B E E T C U L T U R E . 


M a n g e ls a t T h r e e C e n ts P e r B u s h e l. 
H o w to grow beets cheaply, a n d on a scale 
extensive enough for feeding sheep or other 
stock, has long been a study w ith farm ers. T he 
p ast season I followed a m ethod w hich gave 
m e m u c h satisfaction as well as a largo crop 
a t an exceeding sm all cost, and believing th a t 
it will be of in terest to those of your readers 
w ho have followed the old practice of raising 
beets, either sowing by h a n d or w ith a h an d - 
drill in ihe garden, or on some sm all p lat of 
g round where hoise cultivation is impossible, 
I will give some details of th e p lan adopted: 
T h e ground chosen for the crop was ploughed 
a n d fitted at th e sam e tim e a n d in the sam e 
m an lier as if intended for corn. 
In fact, it 
was located on one side of th e field planted to 
corn, an d th e m arks tor the drills were m ade 
corn width. 
H a d I m ade th e m the usual 
width for beets I have no d o u b t th a t the large 
yield m ig h t have been increased a t least one- 
third. 
T h e seed sown 
was of the variety 
know n a# E n g lish Yellow T a n k a rd , a u d was 
purchased of M r. W illia m Crozier, au d recom ­ 
m ended to be th e best variety th a t Le could 
procure, a u d the sam e as grow n for his own 
feedirg. 
I use on m y farm a C ham pion grain 
drill, w hich has a corn-drilling attach m en t, 
and into the g ra in hopper, over ouo of tile 
corn-distributing tubes, I fitted a sm all bopper 
of sufficient size to hold the seed required. A ll 
th a t was needed for this 
purpose were two 
pieces of boards fitted dow n tig h t on th e cups. 
H ere let me state th a t any other grain cup 
would have answ ered the purpose equally well. 
This corn cup was selected because it was at 
the desired d istance from th e g ro u n d wheel, 
which would guide me in re tu rn in g across the 
field and m ak e the drills of a unifo rm and of 
th e desired w idth. 
I drilled the seed in one 
m orning, 


JUST BEFORE A HEAVY RAIN, 
a n d in a considerable ’hurry, as it looked as 
th o u g h it m ig h t pour a t any ii inute. 
I did 
n o t sow enough to su it me, using only one and 
a h a lf pounds to th e half-acre; b u t there was 
no tim e for delay, arid as I followed the drill, 
I could uotsee m uch of tbosced being delivered, 
an d felt then aud afterw ard th a t m y experi­ 
m e n t w ould prove to be a failure. 
W h e n the 
little beets began to show an d w hen we th in n e d 
th em out, I saw th a t they were plenty thick 
enough. 
O f course, a t the ends of the drills 
near the fence we had to tra n sp la n t in a few, 
as we could not drill entirely out. 
W e cu lti­ 
vated th io u g h th e rows w henever we worked 
in th e corn, and hoed them tw ice thoroughly, 
th in n in g th e m out to stand a foot a p art in the 
row. 
I n the fall, when ready to secure the 
crop, I procured 
a c arp en ter’s adze, and 
w alk in g on ono side 
of 
a 
row 
topped 
th e m 
by 
one 
clean 
cut, 
neariv 
as 
fast 
as a person could walk. 
T hen, w ith a team 
bitched to th e potato digger, I lifted them on 
the top of the ground, where they could be 
picked up a n d throw n into the wagon with 
great rapidity. 
I h ad dreaded this part of the 
work all the season through, as I feared it 
would be a long, tiresome job. 
B u t two men 
topped, dug an d pitted the Half acre in one 
day. 
I t will be seen th a t it was not so m uch 
of an u n d e rta k in g after all. 
I estim ated th© 
crop at 5 0 0 bushels, there being e ig h t double­ 
box wagon loads, and the box holds between 
sixtv-fivo and seventy bushels. I ani now feed­ 
ing them to w ethers w hich l a m fattening, and 
find th a t they will digest a m u ch larger ration 
of corn th a n w here no beets are fed. 
T he cost 
of this crop is a trifle over three cents per 
bushel, 
aa 
will be 
seeu from th e figures 
appeuded. 
I am so w ell satisfied with the out­ 
come of m y e x p erim en t th a t I shall grow a 
m u c h larg er q u a n tity tho com ing season. 
My 
horses, hogs, cows and sheep eat th e m with 
great rel'sh. 
R ein s of expense of growing 
one-half acre of wurzel beets: 
Ploughing, 75 
cents; d rag g in g aud rolling, SO cents; drilling, 
5 0 cents; seed, 1 % pounds, §1 3 1 ; thinning, 
two d ay s’ work, 81 2 0 ; c u ltiv a tin g four times, 
75 cents; hoeing twice, four d ay s’ work, § 2 .5 2 , 
topping, digging and pitting, 8 8 0 2 : re n t of 
land, 8 5 ; total,8 1 5 2 1 .—[C ountry G entlem an.

A n O r n a m e n t a l a n d T r e a t a b l e T r e e . 


T h e su g ar m aple (A cer sac c b an n u m ), also 
k n o w n as rock m aple and h a rd maple, is one 
of the m ost valu ab le trees grow n in th e N o rth ­ 
e rn States, 
I t will also do well in the m oun­ 
tainous a u d hilly sections of the South. 
I t 
requires dry ground, and will do well on soil 
com paratively b arre n ; hence it is adapted to 
ro u g h hillsides 
a u d m o u n ta in o u s districts. 
T h e wood has superior value for cabinet work, 
and w hen kept u n d er cover m ak es excellent 
tim ber. 
T h is is the kin d of m aple from the 
sap of which syrup and su g ar are made. 
Tho 
tree is one of the most beautiful for shade, 
a n d 
grows 
rapidly. 
I t 
is 
not 
hard 
to 
m ake 
live 
w hen 
tra n sp lan ted , 
pro­ 
vided the top is cut aw ay to correspond with 
th e roots. 
I h ave no difficulty iii m a k in g it 
grow w hen tuk eu out of tho woods if the lim bs 
are all rem oved a n d th e tr u n k cu t down to 
a b o u t six ieet in height. 
N ew lim bs will push 
out from laten t buds and rapidly form a new 
top. 
T his is the best way to p ru n e thorn when 
tran sp lan ted , 
au d the 
trees 
will also 
be 
h ealth ier and 
grow more 
sy m m etrical 
iii 
form th a n when strag g lin g lim bs ure left on 
th em which develop leaves before the roots 
are prepared to sustain th e m an d cause the 
tree to die. 
Sug.<r maples m ay be easily prop­ 
agated from the seeds which grow ab u n d an tly 
on them . 
T he seeds ripcu in a u tu m n , when 
they should be gatherec^and im m ed iately sown, 
or they may he J ticked in sand in a box 
and 
left 
out 
of 
doors 
until 
they 
are w auled for planting in the spring. 
W h e n 
not gathered in a u tu m n th e seeds m ay be col­ 
lected from the ground u n d e r tho trees where 
they have dropped. 
They should be gathered 
as soon as they are visible in spring, a n d kept 
moist in a cool place u n til the g round is fitted 
for planting. 
T h e seedlm ay bejput into a lied 
an d the trees tran sp la n ted from it, w hen two 
or three years old, to the spot where they are 
designed to grow. 
I f th e ground can be culti- 
vated the s..'ads m ay be sow n in drills six feet 
apart, end th in n e d o u t afterw ards from tim e 
to tim e to such d istance as will a d m it of a 
healthy grow th. F o u r feet bv six will be found 
to be about as n ear together as they will do 
well. 
THE f,AND SHOULD BE CULTIVATED, 
if it will a d m it of it, sufficiently to keep the 
weeds dow n and the soli mellow. 
T his will 
b asten the grow th. 
W ood ashes are the best 
fertilizer fo r m aple trees, and if they cannot 
be obtained in sufficient q u an tity , a dressing 
of . potash will lie found highly 
beneficial. 
Lauds in w hich lim e rock abounds are n atu ra l 


to maple trees, and in such soils thev will be 
found iii g reatest perfection. 
I t is not u n c o m ­ 
mon to tim! scores a n d eveu 
hundreds 
of 
young sugar m a p le s, self-planted, growing in 
the spring u n d e r p a re n t trees. 
The seeds 
should not ire planted more than an inch in 
depth, and a fte r thev come up a m ulch of 
leaves or 
straw 
would help their grow th 
if the ground can n o t be cultivated. 
T his is 
tile best plan to pursue when the seeds are 
planted in rough places. 
T here are thousands 
of hillsides 
w here m aple groves m ig h t no 
started. 
T he average yield of maple trees in 
sugar is stated to he in V erm o n t about tw enty 
pounds ]>er season. I t is estim ated th at sixteen 
quarts of sap will on th e average m ak e a 
pound of sugar. 
I n tw en ty years from the 
lime of planting m ap le trees will be largo 
enough for tapping. 
F ro m these facts it is 
apparent that su g ar orchards can be easily m u l­ 
tiplied and m ade profitable. 
Youog, th rifty 
trees afford more sap in proportion to size th a n 
old ones. 
Young trees may be kept healthy 
an d vigorous, notw ith stan d in g the tapping, 
if 
the 
holes 
are 
properly 
plugged 
as 
soon 
as 
the 
sap 
stops 
running. _ I be 
plugs should bo m ade tight, and driven in far 
enough to allow th e new wood to cover the 
orifice w ithout being obliged to grow outward. 
I n these davs of glucose adulteration it be­ 
hooves farmers to provide as far as possible for 
them selves their own sweets. 
H en ce tho im ­ 
portance of grow ing sugar m aple trees, which 
will in a few years fu rn ish th e m a perm an en t 
and satisfactory substitute. T h e seeds ot locust 
trees may also be picked up on the grouud 
w here they have fallen from the tree* and 
planted. 
The action of the frost will cause 
thorn to grow w ithout any f u r th e r _ trouble. 
Thoro are m any tiresom e side-hills which could 
easily be made a pleasure by plan tin g on them 
a grove of su g ar maples, and rough, untillable 
spots m ay be rnude orn am en tal and profitable.

I t may be useless to th ro w out any sugges­ 
tions In relation to h o rtic u ltu ra l operations to 
such a body of practical m en as is 
now before 
me. 
Y e t I candidly a d m it th a t 
although I 
have been e x ten siv ely engaged in gardening 
operations for over a q u arter of a century, I 
did not fully realize u n til a few years ago the 
fu ll im portance 
of 
how indispensable 
it 
was 
to 
use 
th e 
feet 
in 
the 
oper­ 
ations 
of 
sow ing 
an d 
planting. 
F o r 
some 
years p a st I 
have, 
In writing 
on 
gardening m atters, insisted upon the great 
im portance of “ firm ing” the soil over the 
seeds after sowing, especially w hen the soil 
is dry, or likely to become so. 
I know of 
no operation of m ore im portance in either 
th e fa rm or garden, a n d I tru st th a t w hat I 
am abo u t to say will be read and rem em ­ 
bered by every one n o t yet aware of the 
v a s t im portance of th e practice. 
I say “ vast 
im p o rtan c e .” for the loss to the agricultural 
a n d horticultural c o m m u n ity from the habit 
of loosely sowing seeds or p lanting plants in 
h o t an d dry soils, is of a m ag n itu d e which 
few will believe 
u n til 
they have witnessed 
it; and it is a loss all the more to be regretted 
w hen we k n o w th a t 


BY “ FIRMING” THE SOIL 
aro u n d th e seed or p la n t there is, in most 
cases, 
a certain preventive. 
F articu larly in 
th e sowiug of seeds, I consider the m a tte r of 
such v a st im portance that it cannot be too 
often or too strongly told; for the loss to the 
agricultural a u d horticultural com m unity, by 
th e neglect of tho sim ple operation of firming 
the soil around the seed, m ust am o u n t to m any 
m illions anim ally. 
F o r the m ischief done is 
Dot confined only to the less im portant garden 
operations, b u t even corn, cotton, wheat, tu r­ 
nips, a n d other im p o rtan t crops of the farm 
often fail, in hot and dry soils, by being sown 
w ithout being fin n ed sufficiently to prevent 
the dry air s h riv e lin g or d ry in g the seeds. 
O f 
course tne use of the feet is unpracticable iu 
finning the seeds on tho farm, but a heavy 
roller applied after sow ing is an absolute ne­ 
cessity, u nder certain conditions of the soil, to 
ensure perfect germ ination. 
F ro m the m iddle 
of A p ril to n early the end of May of last year, 
in m any sections of the country, there was 
little or no rain. 
Such was particularly the 
case in the vicinity of N ew York city, where 
we have h undreds of m a rk e t gardeners who 
cultivate thou san d s of acres of cabbage, cau ­ 
liflower a n d celery, but 


THE “ DRY SPRING” HAS PLAYED SAD HAVOC 
with their seed-beds. 
Celery is not cu e-fo u rth 
of a crop, and cabbage a n d cauliflow er h a rd ly 
half, a n d this failure is due to no other cause 
th a n th a t they persist in sow ing th e ir seeds 
w ith o u t e ver takitig the precaution to firm the 
soil by rolling. 
W e sow an n u ally abo u t four 
acres of celery, 
cabbage 
aud 
cauliflower 
plants, w hich produce provably 5 ,OOO,UUU in 
n um ber, a n d w hich we never fail to sell 
mostly in our im m ediate neighborhood to the 
m a rk e t gardeners, who have, m a n y of them , 
even better facilities th an we have for raising 
these plants, if they would only do as we do, 
firm the seed after sowiug, w hich is done th u s: 
After ploughing, harrow ing and levelling the 
lands monthly, lines are draw n bv the m arker, 
w hich m akes a furrow a b o u t two incites deep 
a n d a foot ap art; after the m an who sows the 
seed follows another, who, with th e ball of the 
rig h t foot, presses do v u his full w eight on 
every inch of soil in the drill where tho seed 
has Keen sovyn; the rows are then lightly lev ­ 
elled lo n g itu d in ally w ith a rake, a light roller 
is passed over th e m a n d the operation is done. 
By this m ethod our crop bas never ouce failed, 
a n d w hat is tru e of celery a n d cabbage seed is 
nearly 
TRUE OF ALL OTHER SEEDS 
requiring to be sown durin g the late spring or 
su m m e r months. 
On J u l y 2, 1 8 7 4 , as a n e x ­ 
perim ent, I sowed tw elve rows of sweet corn 
and tw elve rows of beets, treading in, after 
sowing, every alternate row of each. 
I n both 
oases those trod in cam e up in four days, while 
those u n tu rn e d rem ained twelve days before 
starting, and would not then have g e rm in a te d 
h a d not rain fallen, for the soil was as dry as 
d u st w h en th o seed were sown. 
T h e result 
was th a t the seeds th a t h ad been trodden in 
grew freely fro m th e start, and m atured their 
cro p s to a m ark e ta b le condition by fall; w hile 
the rows u nfirm ed did not m ature, as they 
were not only e ig h t davs later iii g erm in atin g , 
b u t the p la n ts were also, to some extern, e n ­ 
feebled by being partially dried in the loose, 
dry soil. 
T his ex p erim e n t was a most useful 
one, for it proved th a t a corn crop, sow n in 
the v icinity of N ew Y ork as late as J u ly 2, 
could Le m ade to produce “ roasting ears” in 
October, when thev never fail to sell freely 
at hig h rates, but tho crop would not m a tu re 
unless the seed germ in ated at once, and which 
would never be certain at that dry aud hot 
season, unless by 
this method. 
Tho sam e 
season, in A ugust, I* treated seeds of turnips 
aud spinach in the sam e way. 


THOSE TROD IN GERMINATED AT ONCE 
a n d m ade an ex cellen t crop, while those un- 
firmed g e rm in a te d feebly, and were eventually 
nearly all bu rn ed out by a continuance of dry, 
hot air p e n etratin g through tho loose soil to 
the ten d e r rootlets. 
I beg to caution the inex­ 
perienced, however, by no m e a ts to tread or 
roll in seed if tile ground is not dry. 
T h e soil 
rn iv often bo in a suitable condition to sow 
a u d yet lie too d a m p to be trodden upon or 
rolled. 
I n such cases these operations m ay 
not be necessary a t all, for if rain y w eather 
en sue th e seeds will germ inate of course, but 
if there is a n y likelihood of a continued 
d ro u g h t the treading or rolling m ay be done a 
week or more a fte r the teed bas beeu sown, if 
there is any reason to believe that it may suffer 
from th e dry, bot air. A n o th e r very im p o rtan t 
a d v a n ta g e gained by treading in the seeds is. 
th a t w hen we have crops of beets, celery, tu r ­ 
n ip s ,s p in a c h or a n y th in g cise th a t is sown in 
row s, the seeds to form the crop come u p at 
once, w hile th e seeds of the weed*, th a t are 
j u s t as liable lo perish by the lieut as are those 
of the crop, are retarded. 
Such ot the wee J 
seeds as lie in the space between the rows w h e n 
the soil is loose will not g erm inate as quickly 
as those of the crop sown; and hence we eau 
cu ltivate between the rows before tbeweed* ger­ 
m inate at all. 
O f course tins rule of tread in g 
iu or firm ing seeds after sowiug 
MUST NOT BE BLINDLY FOLLOWED. 
V ery early in spring or late in fall, w hen 
the soil is 
d a m p a n d there is 
no d an g er 
from heated, dry air, there is no necessity for 
doing so, or even at other seasons the soil m ay 
be in a suitab le condition to sow, a n d yet 
be too d a m p to be trodden upon or rolled. 
I n such cases these operations m ay not be 
necessary at nil, for, if rainy w eather ensue, 
the seeds will g e rm in ate of course; 
but if 
th ere is any likelihood of continued drought, 
th e tread in g or rolling may be done a w e e k 
or so after sowing, if it is at such a sea­ 
son th a t there is 
reason 
to 
believe 
the 
seed m ay 
suffer from 
the dry, hot 
air. 
Now, 
if firm ing the 
soil around seed to 
protect it from the influence of a dry a n d 
hot atm osphere is a necessity, it is obvious 
th a t it is e ven so ui th e cpse of plants whose 
ro o tle ^ aJw c av u 
m ore 
sensitive to such 


influence 
th a n 
the 
d o rm a n t 
seed. 
E x ­ 
perienced -professional 
h o rticulturists, 
how­ 
ever, are less likely to n eglect this th a n to 
n eg lect in th e case of seeds, for the dam ag e 
from such neglect is easier to be seen, a n d 
h ence 
better understood 
by 
the 
practical 
n u rs e ry m a n ; 
but with 
the 
inexperienced 
a m a te u r tho case is different. 
W h e n he re­ 
ceives his packages of trees or plants from the 
n u rs e ry m a n he 


HANDLES THEM AS IF THEY W ERE GLASS, 
every broken twig or root calls forth a com­ 
plaint, and he proceeds to p la n t them, gingerly 
s tra ig h te n in g out each root and liftin g the 
soil aro u n d them, b u t tie w ould no more stam p 
dow n t h a t soil th a n he w ould stam n on the 
soil of big m other’s grave. 
Mo the plant, in 
n in e cases out of ten, is left loose and wag­ 
g lin g ; the dry air penetrates th ro u g h the soil 
to its roots; the winds shake it; it shrivels up 
a n d fails to grow; an d th e n come the a n a th e ­ 
m as on the head of the u n fo r tu n a te nursery­ 
m a n , w ho is charged w ith selling h im dead 
trees or plauts. 
A b o u t a m o n th ago J sen t a 
I a ch a g e of a dozen roses bv m ail to a lady in 
S a v a n n ah . 
She wrote me a woeful story last 
week, say in g that, th o u g h the roses had a r­ 
rived seem ingly all rig h t, ibev h a d all died 
b u t one. aud w hat was very singular, she said, 
th e one th at lived was the one Mr. Jo n es had 
stepped on, and which she bad th o u g h t sure 
was crushed to death, for Mr. J o n e s weighs 
2 0 0 pounds. Now, I do not advise an y g entle­ 
m a n of 2 0 0 pounds p u ttin g his brogan on th e 
top of a tender rose plant, as a practice con­ 
d u civ e to its health, yet, if M rs J o n e s could 
h a v e allowed her weighty lord to press the 
soil a g ain st the root of each of her dozen roses, 
I m u ch doubt if she w ould now have to m o u rn 
th e ir loss. 
I t has often been a w onder to 
m a n y of us, who have been workers in the 
soil for a generation, how som e of the sim p lest 
m ethods of culture have not been practiced 
u n til we were nearly done w ith life’s work. 
T h ere are few of us b u t h av e h a d such expe­ 
rience; personally, I m u s t say th a t I never 
pass a y ear but I am confounded to And th a t 
some operation eau n o to u ly 


BE QUICKER BUT BETTER DONE 
th an we have been iu the h a b it of doing it. 
T h ese im provem ents loom u p from various 
causes, b u t m ainly from suggestions throw n 
out by our employes In charge of special de­ 
p a rtm e n ts, a svstem w hich we do all in our 
power to encourage. 
A s proof of the valu e of 
such im provem ent* w hich have led to sim p li­ 
fy in g ouy operations, I will state the face that, 
though m y area of green-house surface is now 
more th a n double th a t w hich it was iu 1 8 7 0 , 
and the land used in our florist's business 
one-third 
more, yet the 
n u m b e r of hands 
em ployed is less now th an in 1 8 7 0 . a n d yet, 
a t th e sam e time, th e quality of our stock is 
infinitely netter now th a n then. 
W h e t h e r it 
is the h ig h er price of labor in this country 
th a t forces us into labor-saving expedients or 
the interch an g e of opinions from the greater 
n u m b e r of nationalities centreing hor* th a t 
gives us broader views of culture, I am not 
prepared to state, hut th a t A m e ric a is t o w 
selling nearly all the products of th e green­ 
house, garden, n ursery an d fa rm lower th a n is 
done in Europe admit# of no question, and if 
my homei.v suggestions in this f a t t e r of firm ­ 
ing th e soil aro u n d new ly -p lan ted seeds or 
plan ts will in 
any 
degree assist us in still 
h o ld in g to the fro n t I sh all be gratified.

A b s o r b e n ts a n d M a n u r e P its . 
T h e deceptive ch aracter of absorbents s hould 
w arn us a g ain st tru stin g them . 
F a rm e rs who 
are desirous of en ric h in g the soil by the appli­ 
cation of liberal q u a n titie s of m a n u re have 
expended m u c h tim e a n d s tre n g th in procur­ 
ing a n d u sing absorbents to save the liquids 
of the stables. 
Often the ab so rb en t has but 
little fertilizin g power, or no n e a t all, there­ 
fore th e en tire value as a m a n u re is added to 
it at th e barn. 
I t m u s t be a d m itte d by all that 
t i e u rin e can be saved w ith o u t absorbents, in 
a cem en ted p it 'Hider th e stable, or in such 
situation as to receive th e d rain ag e of the 
stable. 
If, then, tbsorbents are not necessary, 
are th ey so desiraole as to pay for h an d lin g ? 
I f s a n d is used, and it is very dry; theu it will 
take 1 5 0 0 pounds 
to absorb 5 0 0 of urine. 
A n y 
one 
can 
try 
an 
experim ent 
by 
w eighing 
a 
peck 
ot 
sa n d ; 
it will weigh 
about 
tw en ty -six pounds. 
Now , 
pour 
the 
m easure full of water a u d it bus increased in 
w eight n in e pounds, b u t it w ill not steadily 
hold th a t am ount. 
T h e q u a n tity of sand 
needed will correspond to the tim e the cow is 
stabled™, for Half th e year six tons for each cow 
will be none too much. 
T h e effect of sand 
upon the soil is only a m echanical effect, 
lightening up heavy clay land. 
M uck is a 
popular absorbent, a n d is not usually used so 
dry as to take up more th a n its own weight of 
m ine. 
I t requires more labor to dig a n d cart 
it th an sa n d ; 
unless carefully used cows 
bedded w ith it ta k e u p th e fine particles in 
their hair, a n d these show in the m ilk. 
I t is 
claim ed th a t its effect upon a sandy soil is to 
darken it a u d d a m p e u it; by being d a rk e r it 
becomes w arm er in the sun and h astens the 
growth of crops; by its holding water the soil 
is better able to w ith sta n d drought. 
Both 
these alleged a d v a n ta g e s are not fully proved. 
O n such 
soils E a s t 
a n d 
South im m ense 
a m o u n ts of c h em ical or com m ercial fertilizers 
are used w ith perfectly satisfactory results. 
W ith me 


MUCK ALONE GIVES NO GOOD RESULT 
a nd w hen m ixed w ith ashes or lime, or sat­ 
u rated with urine, the fertilizing elem ents are 
in the o th er articles. 
Some black soils are 
b arren ; som e white, gray, or red soils are fer­ 
tile. 
I n the great experim en tal stations, pot­ 
ash, nitrogen au d phosphoric acid are consid­ 
ered valu ab le, and carbonaceous m a tter of lit­ 
tle w orth as m an u re. 
.Sawdust for bedding is 
superior to m uck, a n d , as an absorbent, ju s t as 
good. 
F a rm e rs should use it freely where it is 
available. 
W h e r e it has been used in largo 
quantities tw e n ty years, no injurious results 
appear in soil oi crops. 
I t is a good divisor of 
the solid dung, a n d spreads easily and evenly. 
Leaves 
are chiefly valued for bedding for 
stock. 
Straw is v alu ed m ost w hen it absorbs 
the least. 
R ye straw, 
od account of its firm 
texture, allows the w ater to pass through to 
the floor an d gives’a dry bed to the horse; it is 
kept as dry as possible and used several nights 
w ithout renew al. 
I f a fa rm e r chooses to 
handle th e large am o u u t of sand or m u ck th a t 
will be necessary w ith a herd of cattle, if the 
urine is absorbed to nis satisfaction, he h ad best 
have the cem en te d pit also, and in nearly 
every case lie will be surprised to find it full 
every year. 
W h e u sand, m uck or saw d u st is 
thrown d rip p in g out ot the stable window or 
into th e b asem ent, it begius im m ed iately to 
part w ith its m oisture, a u d as d ay after day 
more is tbrow u upon the heap, the pressure of 
the mass upon itself causes th e w ater to pass 
off, and th e e arth q uietly conveys it aw ay and 
leaves no record of the a m o u n t; b u t if there is 
a well n ear by. unless very deep, we Aud the 
treacherous absorbents have parted w ith so 
m uch th a t the earth is s atu rated ten, fifteen or 
tw enty feet down. 
Y et there is a rich pile ok 
m anure left, aud the im pression prevails th a t 
it is all there. 
I f a pit was dug bolow the m a ­ 
nure pile, w hether it is outside the barn or in 
the basem ent, aud covered with p lan k s with 
cracks 
between, 
there 
w ould gen erally be 
found in the pit every spring a liquid in q u a n ­ 
tity m easu red by tons, in q uality, superior to 
any other m a n u re collected abo u t the barn. 
A p p lic a ti o n o f L iq u id M a n u r e , 
T h e co m p arativ e a d v an tag e s of a p p ly in g fer­ 
tilizers to laud, in liquid form, or a fter the 
liquid has been ta k e n up and m ade solid by 
absorbents, h a v e not boeu fully settled by in­ 
tellig en t fa rm e rs generally. 
L iquids h ave the 
a d v an tag e of im m e d ia te action when applied; 
while, on the contrary, tho soluble portions of 
solids’ m u s t be first dissolved or w ashed out, 
requiring -a considerable le u g th of tim e. 
On 
the other h a n d , liquid n,allure can only bo 
secured by m ore perfect a n d expensive build­ 
ings, and the facilities for conveying it to the 
fields in clu d e pumps, ta n k s au d sprinklers. 
I n addition to these care m u st be taken to 
p revent tho inconvenience of freezing iu win­ 
ter. O n a large scale, a n d with com plete tan k s 
and appliances, the use of liquids m ay be 
a tte n d ed w ith less labor in a p p ly in g th a n if 
thev were all first absorbed a n d then draw n 
om in solid form. 
W i t h a good p um p, and 
w ith the ta n k or tu b not m uch higher th a n the 
cistern, a laborer will load a liquid ton, ready 
for d raw ing, with less labor th a n he can throw 
a solid ton on a wagon with a fork. 
T h rough 
th e s p rin k le r be spreads it w ith no other labor 
th an d riv in g th e wagon across the field, an d it 
is more ev eu ly d istributed and finely diffused 
th a n by a n y spreading w ith the fork a n d 
b reaking w ith 
the harrow —in w hich it is 
scarcely equalled by K e m p ’s spreading cart, 
w hich pulverizes a ud scatters tho m a n u re with 
no labor to the driver. 
T his m a n u re spreader 
is th e m ost perfect con triv an ce yet b ro u g h t 
into use for m ak in g m a u u re av ailab le by fine 
p u lv erizatio n ; a u d n ex t to this is th e fell 
spreading of m au u re and b reaking it finn by 
su itab le h a rro w in g —the a u tu m n and w inter 
rains w a sh in g out the soluble parts into the 
soiic ^ e r y few farm ers h av e barns, stables, 


drains, cisterns, pum ps a n d tubs for d ra w in g 
to enable th em to uso a n d spread liquid m a­ 
n u re ad v an tag e o u sly , 
M ost of 
THE STABLE FLOORS ARE NOT WATER TIGHT. 
and the liquids leak th ro u g h and are absorbed 
bv the earth b eneath, or are lost. 
On g rain 
farm s, where there is an ab u n d an ce of straw, 
en o u g h mav tie used 
as litter to hold all or 
nearly all th e liquid, a n d large q u an titie s of 
this coarse or straw y m an u re, th ro w n into a 
h eap a n d exposed to w eather and rains, wilt 
rot down and m ay be d ra w n o u t in th e follow ­ 
ing au tu m n . 
A question herd occurs, w hich 
we suggest for investigation—nam ely, 
how 
m u ch g ain in th e labor of draw ing o u t solid 
m a n u re is obtained by th e spontaneous e v a p ­ 
oration of the w ater of the liquid m a n u re as it 
lies in such a h e a p ? W h e n absorbents c a n n o t 
be had th e liquid m ay be saved by ex ca v a tin g 
a shal low cistern b eneath the stable, m ak in g 
th e sides so sloping t h a t the water-liine m e rta r 
m ay lie spread on the sm ooth face of the earth . 
I n this way the expense 
will 
be m oderate. 
I be contents of th is cistern ure p u m p ed out as 
needed a n d d ra w n to the fields in the water- 
cart. 
T here are two 
difficulties w ith 
this 
m ethod. 
l f the c e m e n t is not m ade with 
the sh arp est and purest sand, and th e best 
water-liine, 
tho frost of cold 
w inters will 
crum ble it. 
T h e foetid odor from th e liquid 
m ay interfere w ith the m ain ten an ce of th e pure 
a ir winch should alw ays exist about every good 
fa rm e r’s buildings. To prevent these tw o diffi­ 
culties is a subject for caretul investigation, 
w hich will bo differently answ ered, according 
to circum stances. 
A large use of absorbents 
in the cistern 
would defeat th e a tte m p t to 
carry off its contents bv pum ping. 
T h e object 
of these rem ark s is to open the question for 
exam in atio n , and to in v ite th e statem en ts ef 
those w ho h a v e tried the different modes for 
securing a n d a pplying liquid m an u re u n d e r 
the most favorable circum stances. 
T h e th ree 
points to be taken specially iu to consideration 
are the com parative a d v an tag es of: 
I. U sin g 
th e clear liquid with good and suitable ap­ 
pliances; 
2. 
E m p lo y in g an 
a b u n d an c e 
of 
straw and other absorbents in the stab le; a n d 
3. 
C onveying the liquids by m ean s of tig h t 
floors anil gutters to com post heaps of earth, 
peat or turf, placed u n d e r or near th e barn.

T h e T a l a * o f K e l p an M a n u r e , 
F a rm e rs w ho live w ith in a few miles of the 
oceau have a t least one a d v an tag e over those 
whose farm s are located in th e in terio r; as 
they can, w ith o u t any cash outlay, w onder­ 
fully 
im prove the condition of a run-dow n 
farm, by ex p en d in g their labor in cartin g a n d 
a pplying th e kelp, w hich every y ear lands 
in large q u a n titie s on tho sea-shore. 
T his m a ­ 
terial, a lth o u g h not as good, t in for ton, as 
stablo m anure, yet it is for m any crops a v a l u ­ 
able m a u u re ; it is verv rich in potash, and con­ 
tains 
a fa ir proportion of nitrogenous com ­ 
pounds, b u t is not particularly rich in phos­ 
phates. 
rl h e fact th a t it contains so la rg e 
a 
proportion 
of 
w ater 
is 
really 
the rea­ 
son th a t its value per ton is below a n im a l 
m anures. 
T here is a g re a t choice in kelp, 
even more th a n in barn m anures. T h a t w hich 
has once been landed on the shore in large 
heaps, aud rem ained u ndisturbed long enough 
to heap, an d theu again floated and w ashed by 
the water, is very m u ch reduced in value, at 
least one-third, if not more. 
M any 
farm ers 
who live near the sea-shore m ak e it a practice 
to keep up their m ow ing lauds b r covering 
them over every few years with kelp. 
W h ile 
by this 
practice they are able to get good 
crops, if the laud be moist, we do not th in k it 
the best way to use it. 
There are several ob­ 
jections to this surface application: 
First, 
there 
ar* 
alw ays 
more 
or 
less 
stones 
and 
m ussels 
attached 
to 
the 
kelp w hich 
m u st 
be 
picked 
off 
before 
m o v in g ; 
sec­ 
ond, there are alw ays m ixed with th e kelp 
other sea-plants th a t will Dot decay on the 
.surface the first seasou, and are alw ays in the 
way of the mower. Third, unless applied early 
in the season and gets well pressed dow u into 
the gro u n d by the snow aud rain, and the 
spring is not a wet one, a considerable portion 
of the kelp will be lifted u d by the crow ing 
grass, a n d thus not only fail to fu r n ish p la n t 
food, but o bstruct the mower aud in ju re the 
quality of hay. 
A pplied to lan d in the a u ­ 
tu m n and lightly ploughed in in the spring, it 
makes an excellent m a n u re fur potatoes; but 
if one can do it, it is alw ays best to use it rn 
connection with o th e r m anures, those t h a t are 
rich iu phosphates alw ays being preferred. 
W h en kelp is to be applied on the surface for 
grass, m oist la n d should be selected, a n d it 
should be applied as early in th e season as 
possible. 
To apply it to grass on h igh, dry 
laud, after spring opens, is often a n in ju ry 
r a th e r th a n a benefit to th e crop.

In the 
charges ag ain st the crop m a n u al labor is reck­ 
oned at $ 1 per dav, horse luhor seventy-five 
cents a d ay , fertilizer used is not charg ed , but 
th a t only ta k en bv th e crop; if th a t a m o u n t is 
not added the soil is dim inished iu value, and 
if more is added the value of the soil for a n ­ 
other crop is increased. 
The fertilizer is 
spread broadcast after the g round is harrowed, 
and frequently after th e corn is p la n te d ; the 
corn is planted with a corn-plantar, first m a ­ 
n urin g tho seed to invigorate and protect it 
from worms a n d birds, and to m ak e it germ i­ 
nate quickly. 
A fte r the corn is up, it is h a r­

their appearance; afterw ards it. is twice liorse- 
noed, w hich is ail the cu ltivation required, as 
by u s in g chem icals instead of barn m a n u re 
there are no weed seeds added to the land to 
foul it, a n d a great sav in g in tim e and expense 
by u»ing m a n u re in a concentrated form; aud 
the tim e is saved in the fa rm e r’s busiest sea­ 
son (plan tin g time), a n d by th e use of concen­ 
trated uiau u je th ere is not so m uch team re­ 
quired to be kept on th e farm , a u d consequent­ 
ly less grain has to be consumed, w hich leaves 
more for sale.

The R u ra l’* M ethod of Cora C nltlvatloa In 
B r i e f . 
T he teachings of our experience with corn 
raising at the R u ra l E x p e rim e n t G rounds m ay 
be su m m e d up as follows; 
1. Sod ground is best. 
I f farm m a n u re is 
used it is better to b arrow it In th a n to plough 
it under, l f spread upon the sod a n d ploughed 
under, do not plough deep. 
2. l f concentrated feitilizers are used, plough 
and barrow, aud th e n sow the fertilizer and 
harrow until the ground is thoroughly fitted. 
All dry concentrated fertilizers—us raw bone 
flour, for exam p le—should be well m ixed with 
au equal quantity of m oist earth, otherw ise a 
considerable part of the finest of the bono flour 
will be blowu away. 
A more e ven d istrib u ­ 
tion of any k in d of chem ical fertilizer eau be 
made if extended wiih soil th a n if not. 
3. A surface dressing of from 4 0 0 to 5 0 0 
pounds of concentrated fertilizer on sod ground, 
if well prepared, is a sufficient quantity. 
4. Do not m a n u re iu the hill or drill with 
concentrated fertilizers. 
Of all m ethods of 
m a n u rin g this is, in the end, th e m ost w aste­ 
ful and ineffectual. 
P la n t in drills, dropping 
ono kernel every six inches. 
M a r k th e drills 
to u r feet a p art if the variety of corn grows as 
tall as ten feet, a n d a t the first hoeing cu t out 
every other p lan t w here the stand is full. 
5. N ever use the plough a fte r a field is 
planted to corn. 
G ive shallow cultivation 
w ith the object of stirring aud m ellow ing only 


the surface. 
T h e roots of corn plan ts m eet in 
the rows after the p lau ts are one foot in 
height, and the roots should n e v er be dis­ 
turbed. T he objection to p lanting in drills, viz., 
th a t the corn can be c u ltiv ated by horse-power 
only one w ay—is really of little weight. 
I f 
th e rows are straight, the c u ltiv a to r m a y be 
run quite close to the plants, an d b u t very 
little h a n d - hoeing is needed. 
T h e 
R u r a l’* 
m ethod of corn c u ltiv atio n has been tried by 
very m any of our readers, a n d we h a v e yet to 
h e ar from one who, h a v in g tried it, does n o t 
approve of it.

Hint* About the Farm. 
T h e old-fashioned p lan of form in g a sp a ra ­ 
gus beds in som e out-of-the-way corner of the 
gard en is greatly to be discouraged. 
I te n d e r 
the advice th a t if you m u s t s tin t som e crop in 
the space allotted, do not let it be the asp ara­ 
gus. Better purchase y our supply of th e green ­ 
grocer—a n d th a t is bad e n o u g h counsel for 
even yo u r w orst enem y. 
T h e gro u n d should 
be light, very rich, a u d k ep t perfectly clear of 
weeds. 
Bet in rows tw o feet apart, and tea or 
tw elve inches in th e row. 
T h e resu lt of close 
pla n tin g ta th in , sickly shoots, u n w o rth y of 
th e table. 
W h a t you w a u t an d should have 
is thick, juicy, su cc u le n t stem s, gro w n iu the 
shortest possible tim e, ju s t peeping th ro u g h 
the soil one m o rn in g a n d suitable to cu t the 
next. 
F r e q u e n t cultiv atio n , strong fertilizers, 
w ith an a u n u a l d ressing of salt, and a light 
soil with w arm w eather, will do it. 
A n o th e r 
of tho m istakes of o u r ancestors w hich it is 
difficult to get rid of is the belief th a t a sp ara­ 
gus should be bleached, a n d to do this it m u st 
be c u t several inches b e n eath the surface. 
I 
nev er see a person in a vain e ndeavor to ex ­ 
tract a little n o u rish m e n t from such m asses of 
tougn, woody fibre w ith o u t experiencing a de­ 
sire to invite him to test a specim en of my 
luscious, tender shoots, cu t exclu siv ely above 
grouud. 
T o procure the desired en d , the old­ 
fashioned plan was to b ury the roots so deep 
th a t verv 
m a n y of th e m m e t a p re m a tu ra 
death, but I p la n t ra th e r sh allo w th a n other­ 
wise, an d so far a m satisfied with m y system . 
T h e following is an e x p e r im e n t with Stock­ 
bridge m a n u re by J . F. C. H yde, agricultural 
editor of the C o n g reg atio n alist: 
“ W e h ave 
talked abo u t two or three tons of Lay to the 
acre, and been accused of te llin g large stories. 
Wo h av e a larger one to tell now, a n d one th a t 
is true, too, and can be proven. 
W e ploughed 
up several acres of m eadow la n d last ta ll, th a t 
h a d uot beetr p loughed for a t least fifteen 
years, aud d u rin g th at period had h ad little or 
no d ressing of any k iud, and harrow ed the 
sam e well with a T h o m as harrow, put on some 
com m ercial fertilizer (Stockbridge), about $ 1 6 
to $ 2 0 worth to th e acre, sowed the la n d with 
tim othy a u d redtop .in usual q u an tity , rolled 
it a s« m o o ih ly as possible, aud so left it. 
Tho 
grass over th e five acres or m ore was very 
heavy, a n d the m e n em ployed to cu t it de­ 
clared th a t there w ere five tons to the acre. 
A s tim e was precious and tile hay scales some 
little distance aw ay, we did not th in k best to 
weigh the h ay from the whole lot, h u t selected 
th e piece last sown to grass, less than one- 
th trd of att acre in extent, a n d w eighed tho 
same, and 
to 
our surprise found th a t *we 
h ad on this piece a t the rate of over four ton# 
to the acre at this one crop. 
W e do not expect 
our readers will accept our statem ent, as it is 
so large; but, if any doubt, we are prepared to 
prove every word of it by perfectly reliable 
witnesses, whose testim ony w eald he ta k en in 
any court. 
T he question m ay be asked, W h a t 
is the use of tellin g these large stories? 
O u r 
answ er is, T h a t others m a y go a n d do lik e ­ 
wise.” 
I t very often h a p p en s th a t an orchard tree, 
the top or grafted portions of w hich has proved 
too te n d e r to e n d u re ail th e trials of tho 
w eather an d has 
begun to decay, m ay have 
u nder it a hardy, h e alth y root, capable of g iv ­ 
ing vigorous s u p p o rt to a new top, if not kept 
too long w ith o u t its full s u m m e r crown of 
leaves. 
I n such a case it is poor policy to 
destroy these established roots, a u d a tte m p t to 
get a n u rsery p lan t estab lish ed on th e spot; to 
become, som etim es, a n o th er tree. R a th e r take 
the far less troublesom e a u d more prom ising 
course of p utting a g ra ft or two upon sprouts 
from the old roots (after c u ttin g aw ay th e old 
stem close at tho ground 
and coating the 
stu m p w ith g a s- ta r o r paint). 
Let all grow at 
will th e first year; only p in c h shoots th a t 
th reaten to outgrow th e grafts, a n d in the 
n e x t M arch prune so as to leave only the one 
best stem. 
Be sure this tim e to select a h ard y 
sort, capable of e n d u rin g the h a rd est clim atic 
trial th a t the locality bas ev er know n. 
F our-row ed and two-rowed are th e k in d s of 
barley com m only grow n in this country. 
T h e 
form er is botanically k n o w n as H o rd e u m v u l­ 
gate, the latter as II. d istichum . 
I n E u ro p e 
there are tw o kinds of six-rowed b a rle y —the 
large six-rowed a n d th e sm all six-row ed— 
know n respectively as H. liexastichum d e n su m 
anti H. hexastit h u m san c tu m . 
T he la st is the 
m ost com m on a n d a n cien t variety, frequently 
represented as plaited in the hair of the god­ 
dess Ceres. 
Ii. 
h e x astic h u m is com m only 
k n o w n as a u tu m n or w in ter barley. 
I t is 
alw ays sown in the fall, aud ripens the first in 
sum m er. 
T here is also in E u ro p e another 
variety, k n o w n as the fan, sp att or battledore 
barley—H . zeocriton. 
C han g e of clim ate and 
soil often im prove the sam e variety of grain, 
and this is very likely the case with this. This 
six-rowed barley has a sm aller kernel aud 
stiffer straw th a n the two-rowed. 
Barley will 
alw ays be p lu m p e r and do better on land where 
it has not been raised for some time. 
M ore care is required to m ake fine, velvety 
law n s th a n is usually supposed. I t is necessary 
to h ave plenty of rich loam, sufficient well- 
rotted m an u re or good fertilizer, a u d th e hest 
of seed. 
I f the subsoil bo sandy or gravelly, 
a g reater dep th of loam is needed, or the bot­ 
tom m u st be partially puddled w ith either clay 
or peat. 
I f not, an y m a n u re or topdressing of 
any description soaks aw ay a u d disappears 
entirely. 
T he finest law ns in the E astern 
States, with one or two single exceptions, are 
probably at N ew port, II. I., th e clim ate of 
w hich is more like th a t of E n g l a n d th a u a n y ­ 
w here else hero, it bejng quite d am p an d some­ 
w h at foggy, w ith o u t ever being very cold for 
any great length of time. 
N ew p o rt subsoil is 
invariably cither clav or ledge. 
T h e loam is 
from tw elve to tw en ty inches in thickness, 
and frequently th e law ns are k ep t w atered 
daily, id addition to being m ow ed a u d rolled 
every four or five days. 
The fact th a t in so m an y farm gard en s in 
su m m e r thore is no straw b erry bed, incites me 
to say a word abo u t it here. 
A sm all bed of 
good straw berries.will supply a fam ily with ail 
they eau use on tho table a n d for preserving, 
a n d the little a m o u n t of labor req u ired to keep 
the weeds out au d the soil in a loose, friable 
condition, will be repaid a hundred-fold. There 
is no piece of grouud on the farm , of equal 
size, th a t pays so well as the garden, and 
no part of tho gard en th a t gives better retu rn s 
or more enjoyable th a n th e straw u erry bed. 
T his spring, wheu the gard en is ploughed, set 
a p a r t a portion for Hie “ straw b erry p a tc h .” 
R rocuie three or four of th e hest varieties, 
such th a t you may have a succession in rip e n ­ 
ing, an d w hen tho good housew ife heaps up 
your dish w ith “ straw berries a n d cream ,” you 
will wonder why you h ave not given h e r an 
opportunity to do so before. 
• A n o D g early potatoes th ere are several com­ 
petitors for p opular favor; b u t for good qual­ 
ity, earliness, 
a n d yield th e following are 
worthy of m en tio n : B eau ty of H ebron, E arly 
Ohio, C la rk ’s No. I , E a rly V e rm o n t, 
E arly 
Snowflake, E a rly Rose. 
T h e last, however, 
seems to have h ad its day in som e localities; 
yet, by some farm ers, it is p u t at the head of 
tho list. 
" S h a ll wo p la n t in bills or drills ?” 
is a question often asked. 
E x p e rien c e has 
show n us th a t h ill cultiv atio n is preferable for 
keeping the weeds down, and with less labor, 
since tire c u ltiv ato r can be ru n both ways aud 
the hana-hoe used to better advan tag e. 
A s to 
yield, there is but little difference. 
In some 
instances the one way bas given better results, 
the other i t others. 
F i a t cultiv atio n of both 
potatoes a n d corn is being successfully prac­ 
ticed by som e farmers. 
E v e ry one realizes the benefit there is in ap­ 
plying fertilizers to g arden and field crops, but 
they quite forget th e fru it orchard. 
T he rea­ 
son w hy apple Dees often bear fru it only on 
a lte rn a te years is th a t n a tu re is giv in g the 
trees a rest. 
I t is q u ite as reasonable to sup­ 
pose th a t good crops may be tak en from a field 
where no m a n u re is used year after y ear as to 
expect good yields of apples, pears, plums, 
etc., when tho orchard soil is riot aided in re­ 
cu perating its “ wasted energies.” 
M anure 
should not be piled up about the tru n k s of the 
trees sim ply, b u t spread o u t certainly as for as 
the branches extend. 
T h e soil a b o u t sm all 
trees especially sh o u ld be k e p t loose a n d not 
allowed to h ard e n and bake. 
The grape m ay be grafted n e w or as late as 
M ay or J u n e . 
I f uot u u til the la tte r time, the 
scions m u st he k e p t in a d o rm a n t state until 
they are to be set. 
C left-grafting, sim ilar to 
th a t of trees, is the m ethod, perhaps, m ost 
com m only practised, ouly it is perform ed below 
tire surface of the ground, a t a d istance of four 
or five inches from the root. 
M uch care in 
uuitiug the bark (liber) of the scion a n d th a t of 


the stock is necessary. 
N o w ax need be used 
if the e arth is carefully packed a b o u t the stock 
an d scion. •Some advise covering the scion w itl 
an inverted flower-pot, for instance, to pro­ 
tect it, u n til it is uuited to the stock. 
Rernovi 
all the shoots th a t may appear on the stock. 
T hey rob th e scion of sap. 
F o r gard en cultu re on th e hill system, set 
th e straw b erry plauts in rows one foot apart, 
th e rows tw o feet a p a r t 
Spade the g ro u u d 
deeply, en rich it with old m a n u re , using as a 
surface dressin g ground bone a n d wood ashes, 
if one can afford this expense. 
C u t off th e 
ru n n e rs as they 
appear. 
Old plantations 
should be thoroughly weeded a u d the surface 
of th e g round rendered m ellow by the hoe or 
fork, b u t do not d istu rb the root# by deep 
sp ad in g tiDtil th e crop is gathered, 
l f very 
large fruit is desire'!, 
the vines m u s t 
ba 
m u lc h e d with hay, straw or so m eth in g of th e 
kind. 
U se liquid m an u re, a n d th in out th e 
fru it stem s. 
F o r com m on table use one or two varieties of 
corn are a# good as a dozen T h e Dolly D utton, 
Tom T h u m b a u d early M arblehead are the 
earliest, w hich m ay bo followed for second 
e a r l' bv T r iu m p h and E g y p tia n or W a s h in g ­ 
ton M arket. 
F o r a late k in d p la n t Stow ell’s 
E v e rg reen . 
To have a succession the order 
would be Tom T h u m b , T riu m p h , E g y p tian , 
Stow ell’# E vergreen. 
I f h u t a single v ariety 
re to be plan ted select a m edium early kind, as 
T r iu m p h , and a# soon as th e ground is in con­ 
dition to till m ake the first p la n tin g , a n d as 
soon as this attains a grow th of three or four 
inches p lan t another row, a u d so on u n til the 
first w eek of J u ly . 
I n this way “ green corn” 
m ay be h a d for several weeks. 
F a r m y a r d m a n u re well decom posed is spec­ 
ially su itab le fibr gra*s lan d s, because it is 
slow a n d contin u o u s in its action, aud is in ­ 
v a ria b ly found to m a in ta in or restore a good 
v ariety of grasses, clovers an d other bottom 
herbage. 
T h e beat success com m only follows 
th e application of su ch m a n u re i n ' t h e fall. 
T h e sole application of salt cr nitrate of soda 
has a 
n a tu ra l tendency to encourage the 
g row th of lu x u ria n t grasses to th e destruction 
of clovers 
and 
the finer k in d s of grasses. 
T his is a g eneral tendency of a m m o n iacal salt, 
while su perphosphate of lime, on th e contrary, 
encourages the grow th 
of clovers 
a n d le­ 
g u m in o u s plauts generally. 
Crops which are planted in beds or drills re­ 
quire a large a m o u n t of m a n u a l labor unless 
on g round free from the seeds of weeds. 
A 
successful cu ltiv ato r of th e straw berry savs it 
will pay well to devote th e Headon previous tc 
setting o u t a plantation to thoroughly sum m er- 
fallo w in g the ground, going over it every time 
w ith the plough, cu ltiv ato r or harrow before 
th e weeds can get above th e surface. 
T h is 
work is done rapidly and cheaply with horses; 
but if om itted a v a st a m o u n t of u n p leasan t 
work m u s t be perform ed the n e x t season by 
b a n d . 
T his m a n a g em e n t will apply to other 
crops, such as carrots, tu rn ip s, etc. 
F la s te r usu ally encourages th e grow th of 
rye and also of clover, w h eth er on a sod or on 
a new seeding; IOO to 2 5 0 pounds is the q u a n ­ 
tity usually 
applied. 
You 
will get a b o m 
double the q u a n tity of fodder from oats aud 
pease m ixed as from eith e r singly. 
Sow tho 
C an a d a field pea, one-an d -a-h alf bush el per 
acre, with tw o-and-a-half bushels of 
o a t 9, 
aud cover the seed well. 
Tho seed is best cov­ 
ered w ith a cultivator; a h arro w does n o t cover 
pease well. 
I n selecting trees for sp rin g setting, choosa 
sm all to m ed iu m sized ones 
with plenty of 
roots, ra th e r th a u large ones with few roots. 
I t is generally safer iopu rch a.se d ire c t from 
some good n u rse ry m a n th a n from “ treefped- 
lers.” 
You will be more certain of g etting 
the varieties you bargain for, a n d it is ju st as 
cheap. 
T h e au n u al product of w h eat in the world is

HOUSEHOLD ART. 


HINTS TO GGOD HEALTH. 


T h e Health of T e a ch ers and Sch o lars. 


B Y D . F . L IN C O L N , M . D . 


It Is idle for a person of average mental powers 
to expect success in life w ithout a vigorous con­ 
stitution. 
Geniuses have seemed to triumph over 
the weakness of their natures; but the remarks 
which follow are not intended for the use of this 
limited class of persons. 
Teachers and older 
scholars are usually conscious of a limit to their 
I 
lowers oi endurance; they have learned th at rest 
cis Its uses, th at sleep cannot be cut down be­ 
yond a cerium point; th at food, air, recreation, 
exercise, are as necessary to the m ind as water, 
fuel and rails are to tho locomotive engine. 
To 
persons who have already observed these facts, 
aud who desire to be guided in accordance with 
the rules of their system, the rem arks following 
arc respectfully presented, in the hope that they 
may help in this work of building up and sustain­ 
ing hum an strength. 


C L O T H IN G . 
A deficiency of clothing is moro likely to be seen 
in girls than iii boys. 
Apart from considerations 
ot fashion, a belief seems to exist th at tile former 
require less clothing. Much is due to habit, doubt­ 
less; but the attention of parents ought to be 
called to the fact th a t certain children .boys and 
girls) are by constitution too delicate to endure 
the low necks and short sleeves which are cus­ 
tomary at certain ages. 
It is necessary to ascer­ 
tain this in the case of each child. 
Among older 
persons, there are many whose health would bo 
improved 
by wearing flannel 
from neck to 
ankles 
a t 
all seasons; 
and 
this 
observa­ 
tion is as true of women as of men. 
The 
teacher may conter a 
most im portant 
ser­ 
vice by attending to the condition of tho chil­ 
dren ’s feet, particularly in winter. 
Some will 
walk to school through wet snow or mud, in 
shoes which are unfit to stand a m om ent's ex­ 
posure; such oases of indifference to health and 
comfort should never be overlooked, 
l’he child 
should be obliged to dry his or her stockings aud 
shoes, and to sit with the feet covered, or over a 
register until this is accomplished. 
Children 
should not sit in wet clothes. Their outer g ar­ 
ments ought to be placed in a separate room, 
where there is space enough for each to hang 
freely andjdry quickly. 
Attention to the use of 
door mats and scrapers will not bo beneath tho 
dignity of the teacher. 


FOOD, 
It is best for the student to avoid strictly all 
eaitng out of meal times. Tho stomach, like other 
organs, acts best when its tasks are performed at 
quite regular periods. 
It needs a period of rest 
alter the completion of the digestion of a meal; 
tills rest is generally obtained wheu the intervals 
of meals are about five hours. The chief point, 
however, to he attended to is regularity. 
Many 
persons in perfect health require but one or two 
meals; and some in equally g o o d health eat five 
or six times a day. For children in school, how­ 
ever, and for many teachers, it would be safest to 
oat four times a day, viz., a substantial breakfast 
before going out; a lunch at eleven; dinner at 
two or half-past two, aud supper at six or seven. 
Where schools have two sessions three meals may 
suffice. 
Some additional cautious may be of use. 
Food eaten when the body or mind is much fa­ 
tigued is not well digested. If it be really neces­ 
sary to eat when latigued, a cup of tea may be 
taker, first. It is better, however, in all cases, to 
rest before eating; some may need to rest five 
minutes, sonic halt an hour; and some persons, 
af ter a hard day’s work, ought to lie dowu for 
their rest before eating. 
Exercise and study are 
equally cause* of fatigue to the system. 
Severe 
exertion, made just after eating, is pretty sure to 
injure digestion. 
Study ought not to commence 
within one hour of a hearty meal like dinner; 
certainly not within forty minutes after break­ 
fast; while as regards lunch, that needs no special 
remark. 
It is a very good practice to begin after­ 
noon school with light tasks requiring little con­ 
centration 
of thought. 
I’ernaps 
the worst 
fault 
the 
student 
is 
likely to commit is 
th at of om itting a 
meal. 
Nothing 
conld 
he worse for the health than to come to school 
in a hurry, as many do, without breakfast. 
As 
regards the use of stimulants, a distinction ought 
to bo made between the requirements of children 
and those of adults. 
Children can change their 
habits so readily th at in a few mouths they forget 
all desire to go back to the old way; adults find 
change very hard, and, indeed, often trying to 
the Health. 
A child does pot naturally crave 
stimulants, and I can see no good reason for al­ 
lowing them. 
Tea aDd coffee do no visible harm 
to great numbers of adults, while others are 
greatly injured bv their use; the same is true of 
tobacco and alcoholic liquors. A llo t these, and 
many others which might be named, produce 
distinct, often 
violent effects 
on 
the ner­ 
vous 
system; 
aud 
for 
th at 
reasou 
they 
ought rarely to be given to children. 
I will 
not say never. They cannot De considered as sim­ 
ply articles of food, but as medicinal agents, lia­ 
ble to injure a certain proportion of children, ren­ 
dering them excitable, disturbing sleep, impair­ 
ing digestion. The majority of American children, 
it is safe to say, are already in a condition of 
sufficient nervous excitem ent without tue addi­ 
tion of stim ulants of this class. 
It is supposed 
th at fish aud milk are brain-m aking foods. 
It 
would be safer to advise students to eat as simple 
and as nourishing food as they can get; and, if 
they have to choose between fish and other foods, 
to take which they like the best, provided it 
agrees with their stomachs. Oatmeal well cooked, 
eggs, fish, oysters, milk, roast meats, Indian 
meal, graham flour, are standards; turkey, cab­ 
bage, pork and beans, and fried dishes are often 
indigestible for students; fruit ought to be eaten, 
and also green vegetables, daily. Sugar is usually 
wholesome and digestible, if taken in moderation; 
fat aud butter are valuable foods, not being in­ 
jurious to the health or complexion, as is popu­ 
larly believed, although if overheated (fried) they 
become very unwholesome—whence the objection 
to “made gravies.” 
SLEET. 
Seven hours is the well-known average which 
suits most adults. 
Young persons in their teens 
require eight or nine hours; under ten, a longer 
time. 
Students had better find by trial that 
length which best suits them, and keep to it. 
They will hot succeed in winning time for study 
by curtailing their hours of sleep; the effort may 
be sustained by force of will for a considerable 
time, but is highly dangerous. 
In order to pro­ 
duce its legitimate result sleep should be sound, 
and taken at a regular time. 
It is best for most 
persons to get a considerable portion of the 
night’s rest before midnight, and this custom 
should be maintained, if formed, with regularity, 
for late rising on 
the 
succeeding day 
will 
not make 
good 
the 
fatigue 
which comes 
from occasional lato study the night before. 
Bad sleep is often caused by an overloaded 
stomach or overtaxed brain. 
A very hearty meal 
should not usually be eaten within two hours of 
bedtime; for i nth the sleep and the digestion are 
likely to be badly performed in such a case. 
And 
no exciting mental occupations should be engaged 
in at the close of an evening. 
The last half-hour 
before bedtime had better be given to recreation, 
very light reading, or a walk. Sometimes sleep is 
prevented by fatigue aud hunger. 
A person who 
eats a light tea at six and goes to bed after an 
industrious evening at eleven, will often find it 
beneficial to take a cracker or a glass of milk or 
some other light nourishment shortly before going 
to bed. There ought to he abundance of fresh 
air in the sleeping-room. 
The windows should be 
opened, even in winter, two or three inches. 


EXERCISE. 
It is useless to fix a rule for the am ount of work 
to be done by each person. 
But all sound persons 
ought to do some work (or take exercise) with 
both body and mind every day. 
It is not at all 
necessary th at the student should have the am bi­ 
tion to increase greatly the size of his muscle, 
or to perform great teats of strength or agility. 
His object may be presumed to be the m ainte­ 
nance of vigorous health; and for that purpose 
light gymnastics and little walking will suffice 
for most men, or at least (or a majority. 
Grow­ 
ing children, boys or girls, ought to be develop­ 
ing their muscular systems; they ought to have 
vigorous sports with plonty of running and 
leaping. 
There is an objection to the game of 
base ball as now played; it bas a tendency to 
make the body oue-sided. 
Tue military drill "is a 
good partial exercise, by no means adequate to 
secure good muscular development. 
F'ootball Is 
occasionally played in a way dangerous to the 
limbs. Boating is excellently well adapted to 
most persons of either sox. 
Walking ought to be 
practised in company, o* else with an object, 
such as exploration tor geological or botanical 
specimens or insects, or with the gun and rod. 
Horseback riding is the king ot all exercises. 
Nevertheless, there Is hardly any one form of 
exercise which, if taken atone, suffices to produce 
even tolerable development of all the muscles. 
Persons under the college age ought to have at 
least from two to four hours a day to play or ex­ 
ercise in, if possible, in the open air. A feeble 
chest may be developed and enlarged by a series 
of light gymnastics. 
Light wooden dumb-bells, 
light clubs, light wands are used to vary the ex­ 
ercises. 
Their advantage lies in their conveni­ 
ence and the cheapness of the apparatus required. 
The greatest caution should be used in taking 
severe exercise (as running) before breakfast. 
A 
short walk o r a certain am ount of household la­ 
bor before breakfast is beneficial to many. The 
tendency to curvature of the spine, so common in 
girls, is due to a want of muscular strength in the 
back. 
It is to be corrected by giving exercises 
tor the trunk and arms. Curvature is exagger­ 
ated by bad positions iii writing or drawing. The 
body ought to be erect, with the arms hanging 
down; tho elbows, when they swing freely at the 
side, should be about one iucli lower than tho edge 
of the desk. It may not be out of place to remark, 
that bealih and strength,|with the firm, well-sus­ 
tained and graceful movements which character­ 
ize the weil-deveioued body, constitute so many 
forms or elements of beauty, and th a t it is riot 
desirable to despise 
them 
on that account.

The reign of the fain brequin is virtually over. 
That be-shlrred, fluted, and plaited, and fringed, 
and tasselled, and painted, aud appliqued, and 
embroidered, aud otherwise decorated appendage 
belug relegated to the upper stories in fashionable 
dwellings, or where retained en tho drawing­ 
room floor, being confined to the mantet-shelf, 
where in course'of time it will cease to be popu­ 
lar, and disappear with the stiff and ungainly 
marble mantels, whose ugliness and Inappropri­ 
ateness now furnish an excuse for Its existence. 
In some cases what is termed a “ window-cao” or 
valance is used, especially witlf printed draping*, 
such as the new French crepes and luomle cloths. 
The valance is simply a plain chaste width of tho 
materia! from a foot and a half to two feet deep, 
fringed in colors harmonizing with the pattern, 
and hung without fold or gather across the top of 
the two curtains; this Is useful chiefly for upper 
rooms. Where rich nnd heavy draping Is hung, the 
curtain is without bonier or window-cap, the mas­ 
sive metal rings and exquisitely-designed poles iii 
arrow and lance form, and other ornam ental de­ 
vice*. in carved real woods, or brass, furnishing 
sufficient ornament. In the more expensive and 
new light draping* are seen lovely borders en­ 
closing all-over patterns in subdued colors; also 
dado and frieze, all of which furnish sufficient 
decorative effect, and make the beholders rejoice 
in the retirem ent of the lambrequin. 
Among 
popular fabrics in window draperies may be men­ 
tioned 
“ Bokharada stripes, 
a double-faced, 
reversible fine plush fabric, showing tapestry 
stripes in (plaint designs thrown up in dub reds, 
blues and yellows, lighted by threads of gold, 
alternating with bars of solid color, such as 
olives, deep dull blues and pom egranate reds, 
crimsons and old golds. 
“ Lamps*,", a sort of silk 
tapestry, is also ex h in te d in different designs; a 
prominent bouse showing a “ Laropas Indiau” in 
in peacock blue.

in black and bronze, with notably fine effect, l h* 
same house exhibits extremely rich silk Turco 
mans, reversible, in cross stripes of maroon, olive 
and deep ivory, lighted with a thread of tinsel, 
a popular style for window hangings, but moro 
especially for portieres. 
Very luxurious is a set 
of hangings now on view, composed of deep g ar­ 
net triple piled plush, with a wide border em­ 
broidered in an Egyptian design, derived from 
tile lotos and palm in olive, sage-green, old gold, 
deep dull rods, blues and maroon, heavily o u t ­ 
lined in gold. 
The new imitation gobelin needle­ 
work tapestries can be recommended lo house- 
keepers for beauty, economy 
and durability; 
especially charming is an example of tills fabric, 
showing a “ reseda” ground, over wnicli are 
sprinkled floral figures in full deep reds aud 
blues, outlined in black,

by a 
suggestion of gold, the whole presenting a quiet,

effect. 
In heavy material 
the 
“ fashion drapery” is probably one of tho most 
inexpensive, yet effective goods; it retains its 
popularity, and comes fifty-eight indies wide. at 
ninety cents per yard in all colors; it is a lino 
double-faced Canton flannel, having a silky lustre. 
Among thinner textiles for sum m er use “ Crete” 
is

and 
shows an

itely flue cotton ground, creamy In tint; upon 
this is printed a design in tjueen Anus style, 
composed 
of 
blocks 
enclosing 
conventional 
flowers in subdued tints of salmon, terra-cotta, 
pink, blue and brown, tho whole enclosed by a 
conventional bordering In the same tones. 
Di­ 
aphanous 
and 
charm ing 
are 
Hie “ Madras" 
and “ Cabnl” curtains, some 
of which, with 
their transparency and beauty of coloring when 
seen through the light give alm ost the effect of 
stained glass. 
NOTICEABLE IN T H E FORMER GRADES 
is a set of curtains with old-gold ground, on which 
is shown a “set” pattern tu salmon, pomegranate 
and pale bird’s-egg blue; also a .set in warm gray, 
with a convcnti ilia) design in dull blues, greens 
and red, with pale old gold inclining to lemon- 
colored border, on which aro shown groups of 
blue and red lilies. “ Madras” coming by the yard 
Bhows lovely patterns, among which, conspicu­ 
ously remarked tor its appropriateness, is the 
dull deep-red Indian passion flower and foliage 
flatly rendered. 
Madras comes in exquisitely flue 
cotton, cotton and silk, and ail silk, tho prices 
ranging in tile first two from FIO to $30 a win­ 
dow, and In silk as high as $200 per window. 
“ Cabuls” lorin effective window draping*; on a 
ground of black grenadine are snown flowers iu 
old gold, leaves of olive greens, the whole, 
or rather 
each 
figure 
being 
enriched 
and 
lighted 
up 
outline 
of 
chain 
stitch 
in 
gold, giving at 
once 
tho 
effect 
of 
rich­ 
ness and brightness. Among white curtains cool 
aud very lovely appear tho ••Ciunys” and “ An­ 
tiques,” the form er composed of creamy Russian 
grenadine, witn a broad insertion aud border of 
"Cluny” lace; tho latter in white grenadine witli 
“ Revere” borders, enclosing bands of 
lovely 
drawn work, the whole edged with deep and fine 
“ Antique” lace. For very elegant drawing-rooms, 
the fine Brussels lace curtain, with its exquisitely- 
wrought garlands aud devices of flowers, still 
holds its own, never going out of date. 
Among 
minor novelties, now th at silk window shades are 
going out, are ecrue dull-finished holland shades, 
embroidered just above the lower edge in outline 
designs of buttercups, sunflowers, poppies, daffo­ 
dils and grasses In silks or crewels.

A B e a u t i f u l C a b in e t. 
My cabinet is truly a thing of beauty. It Is made 
of black walnut, beautifully carved and polished, 
The whole cabinet is eight feet high, four feet 
wide aud one foot deep. 
The inside is painted 
white and varnished. The base is one foot high 
and nineteen inches deep (or from front to back); 
it coTitains two drawers side by side, two feet 
wide, nineteen lucbes deep (or from front to 
back), and five inches high. 
Oil this base the top 
part is fastened by means of bolts. The top por­ 
tion is seven feet high, four feet wide and one foot 
deep. 
It bas live shelves one foot wide. The back 
edges of these shelves are a trifle higher than the 
front edges. 
All have a tiny black walnut mold­ 
ing ou the front edge, rising a trifle above the 
shelves, to keep specimens from falling against 
the glass. 
Underneath eaob one of these wide 
shelves (except tho bottom one) I have one n ar­ 
row sbeif, four Inches wide, resting on tiny 
brackets, about midway of the space left be­ 
tween the wide shelves. * This makes nine shelves 
in all; besides the bottom is the same as another 
wide shelf. 
The space between the top of the 
cabinet aud the first shelf from the top is nearly 
two feet. 
It is so arranged for convenience; on 
this shelf we intend to have some pretty stuffed 
birds. Glass doors down the front; and this is 
my convenient and roomy cabinet. This differs 
materially from my first model, but I think it an 
improvement. 
Am almost afraid it will Dot hold 
more than half of my specimens. 
Have not as 
yet found time to arrange them in their new 
home, but am in hopes to bo able to do so bood. 
♦ 
W o a d f o r N er«U -*«w lnc 
can be obtained from dealers in scroll-saw m ate­ 
rials, by whom it is furnished in great variety, 
and of various thicknesses. The thicknesses' most 
used are from one-eighth up to one-quarter inch. 
it is best to buy them dressed on both sides; sand­ 
papering and polishing can lie done alter the 
design is sawed out. The woods th at give the 
most satisfaction are waluut, holly, mahogany, 
oak and satinwood. 
In buying white holly, care 
should be taken to get it a pure white, 
it then 
requires care in handling, as it stains with mois­ 
ture and warps very easily. The woods should be 
kept under pressure, to prevent warping. 
In 
starting work, it is best to make the hole for tho 
saw at a place where the design comes down to a 
point. 
This prevents disfigurement. 
When tile 
pattern is too loDg for the reach of the machine, 
the wood can lie sawed in two at some place 
where the joint will not show. and afterward re­ 
joined by gluing. In sawiug che harder woods, 
beeswax or oil is sometimes applied occasionally 
to 
the teeth of 
the 
saw, but 
this 
should 
not be done if it discolors the wood. 
In saw­ 
ing, the wood should not be forced against the 
saw, but kept gently to it, and guided by both 
hands; and it is im portant to have tne tension 
quito stiff, so as to keep the saw straight and firm. 
A pair of pincers will be found useful, and au awl 
should be kept at hand, to punch out the sawed 
pieces when they have a tendency to lodse in the 
work. The finishing Is an im portant part of the 
work. Scroll-saw work requires a good eye, steady 
h a n d , patient care and much time to Uo it prop­ 
erly, and when it is well done it is worth a fine 
finish. 
Varnish is rarely used, except on the 
edges of the work, which should have at least two 
coats of shellac, and completing it with an oil 
finish. 
An oil finish should not be applied to 
white holly, but French polish may. When French 
nolisli is used the edges ol the work should always 
be double shellacked. Skilful carving and inlaying 
greatly enhance the beauty of a scroll design; but 
these are eacn arts in themselves, which require 
study and a great am ount of practice to secure 
good results. 
T a b le -C o v e rs . 
I have seen lately quite a num ber of pretty 
covers for small tables, made of various dark rich 
shades of double-faced canton flannel. 
One in 
particular I thought very handsome and effective 
in design, which I will attem pt briefly to describe. 
A yard square of olive-green canton flannel was 
button-buled all round the edge with gold-colored 
silk, the stitches tieing taken some little distance 
irotn each other. 
A band of garnet flannel three 
inches 
wide 
was 
placed 
a t a distance of 
four inches from the edge 
of 
the 
cover. 
Tills 
band 
or 
border. 
before 
it 
was 
placed on the olive-green flannel, was first em ­ 
broidered at intervals; little Japanese fans and 
butterflies alternating with each other. Each fan 
was about the size of a silver dollar; its out­ 
lines only 
were embroidered with stemstitoii 
wttli gold-colored silk, their handles being worked 
also witn the same color. The butterflies were 
embroidered in various colors, the upper and 
lower wing* generally of 
some bright, con­ 
trasting colors, with gold spots. 
This bor­ 
der was fastened 
witn featlier stitching on 
the table-coyer; 
aud iu each corner ot the 


cover were embroidered with crewel*, groups of 
field flowers, daisies, and sunflowers in twu cor­ 
ners, cat-tails and poppies in the remaining one*. 
One can buy beautiful designs of flowers, etc., all 
ready worked, winch require only to be sewed 
neatly on vour material; tues# can often b pur­ 
chased most reasonably, and a t a cost less man 
you could procure the m aterials for working 
them, thereby saving all the tim e it would t.,k« 
otherwise while embroidering the design, 
,\ 
table-cover of garnet flannel with a baud of old 
gold would be very pretty, and look v e rt hand­ 
some with grout'* of daisies Iii each corner. 
L rn f I*hot«»grai*h«. 
A very p retty am usem ent, especially for those 
w ho have ju st com pleted the study of bot my, is 
the taking of leaf photographs. 
One very simple 
process is this: At any d ru g g ist’* k*‘t an ounce of 
bichrom ate of potassium . 
1‘n t tin s into a pint 
bottle of w ater. 
W hen Hie solution becomes 
satu rated —th a t is. tho w ater has dissolved a* in ell 
ss it WMH—pour off some of the clear liquid into a 
shallow dish; on this flo it a piece of ordinary 
w riting paper till it is thoroughly nnn*t nett. 
L et it becom e dry in the d ,rk. 
It should be of 
a bright yellow .’ On this p u t th e leaf—under 
it 
a 
pioce 
of 
black 
so ft 
cloth 
aud 
several sheet* of new spapers. 
P u t th -•* be­ 
tw een tw o pieces of glass tall the piece* should 
be of the sam e size and w ith sp riu g clothes-pins 
fasten them together. Expose to a bright sun, 
placing the leaf «<> th a t the ray* will f ill noon it 
as nearly perpendicular as possible.

m om ents it will begin to tu rn brown, but it 
require* from half an hour to several hours to 
produce a perfect prin t.

Sometime* th e leai-veintngs wiii lie m ute 
d istinct. 
By following these directions it i* 
scarcely possible to fall, and a little practice will 
m ake perfect. 
H o w to P a in t P e a c o c k ’# Feather*. 
Take the peacock's featlier you wish to ropy 
and place it before you, with 'some appropriate 
background. 
A sheet of light-grav piper will 
do, to which you may pin the feath«r, or other­ 
wise a r r a n g e ’it so th at you may atudv , he rela­ 
tions of tones as they are in nature. 
For tho 
dark rich blue in the centre, use Prussian blue, 
rose madder, and black, with a touch of cad­ 
mium where it shades into green, 
rho bright 
copper-colored tones are made with cadmium and 
vermilion. 
In the light-green tips, shading into 
purple, use Prussian blue, cadm ium .ml rose 
madder. 
Wash in your tones at first iii fiat 
washes, afterwards deepening the accents, and 
washing out the highest lights with a -mall brush 
full of water, and then taking up the color with a 
sharply-polntod piece of blotting-paper.

much (letter than to use white paint, which makes 
everything opaque 
with which it mixes. 
In 
finishing, use a fine brush, but do not stipple. 
F ashion F lo w ers In W ater-C olor*. 
In painting a passion flower with water-color*, 
use cobalt and rose m adder for the pale violet 
tone*, and make the greens with I'russlan blue 
and gamboge or light cadm ium, toning with black 
and rose madder. 
Tile lolloping list comprises 
all the colors necessary for an outfit, and when 
properly combined aro sufficient for painting any 
subject whotever. 
Tho fewer colors you can use 
tho better; your painting will be more simple, 
and to thoroughly m aster th e combinations of a 
few th a t ate really valuable, is much bettor than 
to have your box 
tilled with a 
number 
of 
ready-made 
tones, upon 
which you learn to 
depend. 
Silverwliltei yellow ochre, light 
cad­ 
mium, (Scbonfeldt); 
orange cadmium, 
light 
red, Indian red, vermilion, m adder lake, rose 
madder, cobalt, perm anent blue, Antwerp blue, 
b urnt sienna, raw mutter. Zinuober green, terre 
verte, boue brown, ivory black aud bino black, 
W ood fla sk e t* 
are m uch used for both parlor and drawing­ 
rooms to boid the logs of wood, cedar and cones 
th at make such brilliant looking fires. 
Tho 
baskets are 
of 
stro n g wicker work, stained 
brown, painted black or gilded, aud are partly 
covered with 
a 
thick fringe or handsomely 
embroidered bands and points. 
When there 
is 
a lid (for there is 
much variety iu

forms), it may be covered with plush, on which 
is worked a design 
in coarse embroidery In 
crewels, tinsel or applique.

itself a picture, or a poem, then if Marie's ideas 
of friendship are ou a rattier materialistic founda­ 
tion aud she dislikes the idea of “ being uuder 
obligations” Alary will receive iii a tow days a 
piece of jewelry the value of which will corre­ 
spond very closely with the price paid for the 
hook. 
But if Marie has a slightly higher idea 
of

In any friendship th at is 
worthy the name gifts are hilt the outward and 
inadequate expression of the inward ieellug, the 
awkward materialization of tile perfume from 
the flower of affection, and as well might the at­ 
tem pt be made to gather up the perfume of the 
rose floating about in the air of the garden where 
it grows, bottle it and sell it to the perfume 
dealer, as to recognize or attem pt to return the 
financial value of a gift that speaks with the 
voice of affection. 
As well might Marie think 
herself uuder obligations 
to return iii exact 
measure the affection that Mary bestows upon 
her as to endeavor to repay the financial value of 
tho gifts by wbicb th at affection seeks expression. 
lier own regard may attem pt to voice itself at 
times, hut if their friendship be a real friendship 
its expression wilt have no reference, either in 
the value of the gift or in her thought in procur 
imr it, to the other’s token. 
Love recognizes no 
debt and permits uone to be a debtor. A great 
novelist, whose death the world has very recently 
been called upon to mourn, once said that the 
highest form of love is that which demands no 
return—a conception of affection which there are 
few mortals sufficiently unselfish to endorse, but 
a saving which there are few so selfish th a t they 
cannot apply it to the concrete manifestations of 
affection.

Not long ago Lord fealisbury, lo a 
speech at a large meeting, referred to w hat Lady 
Beetle© lies done and to the im portance of her 
example boing followed, saying: “ Of connie ladies 
I are nut asked to prefo. tho worse for th e better, 
I or to set aside any solid recommendation which

It is not mol'** n v.tbnt American women follow 
lier examine closely. Tiler© would lie for them 
no need of tee publicity and the assertiveness 
tout she ha* found necessary. 
But th© oppor­ 
tunity lie* before them of doing a most patriotic 
thing, and aiding iii tile development of a now in­ 
dustry that will add immeasurably to the pros­ 
perity ol the country, anil th a t too in a most quiet 
and unobtrusive way. The shit industry with us is 
ju st now in Its infancy, and needs every aid for

facture is sold .,s foreign goods,

will probably lie sold goods from Hie very asms 
mills whence have corno lier elegant “ F rench” 
importations.

Now 
niako a chain of four, miss two loops of the 
braid, and join to the next loop by a single 
crochet, th a t Is, tho book is put into tho loop, 
and the thread is drawn through this loop 
and the one on th© hook at tho sam© time, then 
m ake a chain of four, aud join to the hub by a 
sin lo crochet; this makes w hat wo may catl a 
spoke. Chain tour, join to th© third loop by a 
single crochet, chain four, join to tho huh bv a 
slnglo crotchet; this makes a second spoke.

The Chinese problem is of such grave im ­ 
portance th at neither political party in the 
Pacific States dared to favor unrestricted Chi­ 
nese im m igration as long ago as when the war 
of the rebellion was in progress. 
E ven thou 
each party seemed to be trying to outdo the 
other in the adoption of the most stringent, 
planks in th eir political platform s.

The swift course of pardon in the case of the 
takers off of Jesse Jam es, will doubtless call 
forth from New E ugland papers another round 
of self-righteous condcm uatiou of “W estern 
civilization,” sim ilar to th at of which they 
delivered them selves when the outlaw wa* 
killed. 
W ithout saying anything whatever 
upon Governor C rittenden’s action as to either 
right or expediency, we think there is room 
for criticism of those who have judged bim in 
this m atter and who have hurled wholesale 
abase against the W estern people. 
New E ngland’s attitude toward the W est of 
w ilful m isunderstanding, 
blind 
self-com­ 
placency, ridicule and self-righteous patron­ 
age is form ing and nourishing a spirit of 
prejudice between the two sections which as­ 
suredly can do no good, aud may some time 
do harm . 
I t is even now a m ild reflex of that 
felt years ago between the N orth and the 
South. 
I t has none of the bitter hatred in it 
which characterized tho other, but is m ainly a 
good-natured, laughing spirit, w ith a large 
adm ixture of self-im portance, assum ption and 
ignorance. 
It not only does the W est injus­ 
tice and unkindness, but it prevents to a cer­ 
tain extent tho growth of harm ony and kind­ 
liness between the two sections. 
The present outburst concerning Jesse Jam es 
is but one of m any iustances. 
The habit of 
m isrepresentation 
of 
everything W estern 
shows itself in this instance as plainly as it 
does where (bere is less need of m isrepresenta­ 
tion to m ake a startling case. 
For instance, 
our esteem ed 
contem porary, 
tho Journal, 
talked about “ a race of men wearing knives 
and pistols in their belts” resisting the course 
of civilization, as if certain portions of the 
W est were inhabited m ainly by such as those. 
Possibly tho Jo u rn al thinks this to bo true. 
Possibly it bas ju st aw akened from an ante­ 
bellum sleep and really doesn’t know but that 
affairs have not changed since th at time. 
But 
the fact rem ains th at the New E ngland pa­ 
pers have been m isrepresenting the people of 
the W est, not only in this instance, but in 
m any others. 
W hether it is done through 
ignorance oi the real condition of affairs in 
the W est, or because of the im portunity 
thereby given of exalting a corner of the 
country, such a course is alike undignified, 
unw orthy aud productive of ill-feeling and 
discord. 


M A H O N EY D E C L IN E . 


T he righteous schem e concocted by the party 
of great moral ideas to break up the Demo­ 
cratic party in the South by “M ahoneing” 
that section of the country seems likely to re­ 
sult in, disaster and m alodorous decay. 
The 
eternal principle of repudiation does not pos­ 
sess sufficient cohesive power to preserve the 
V irginia coalition, and there is not patronage 
enough at M ahone’s disposal to go round.

The P eruvian Company, of which Mr. Jacob 
R. Sbiplierd was the leading and chief directing 
spirit, as bas been heretofore pointed out, had 
its headquarters originally iu Philadelphia. 
The owner of the Cochet claim , Mr. Peter 
Hevener, lived there, and m any of the sub­ 
scribers to, aud victim s of, tho great bubble 
reside in the City of B rotherly Love. 
Heve- 
ner’s associates have, from tim e to tim e, fur­ 
nished m aterials for bis biography, which, if 
fully w ritten up, would m ake a very interest­ 
ing chapter in the history of great schemes of 
the “Sellers” order. 
B ut this is hardly the 
place to go into th at branch of the subject, the 
salient points of his connection with the Pe­ 
ruvian Com pany’s origin and progress up to 
the bursting of the bubble being the only fea­ 
ture of general interest at present. 
Jam es B. M antrop, one of H evoner’s co­ 
workers, and who is now an inm ate of Moya- 
m ensing prison, has furnished the New York 
H erald with a list. of the leading stockholders 
in the P eruvian scheme, and also with an idea 
of the m anner in which its projectors set 
about putting it on the m arket. 
It seems 
from bis statem ent,w hich bears evidence of au­ 
thenticity, th at half of the claim was divided 
into ten blocks, most of which was purchased 
for cash. 
Senator M cPherson of New Jersey, 
according to M autrop, believed iu the plausi­ 
bility of 
the enterprise to the 
exteut of 
§ 10,0 0 0 , which he paid for one-twentieth of 
the com pany’s stock. 
(The senator indig­ 
nantly denies the charge.) 
M artin, F uller & 
Co. [laid the same am ount for an equal inter­ 
est. 
F our or five Philadelphians purchased 
blocks of various dim ensions from § 4 5 0 0 up 
to §10,000. 
G eneral G rant, it appears, was heavily in­ 
terested, but there is not much evidence of his 
having invested any large sum of money. 
In 
fact it was understood by m ost of those “ on 
the inside” that ho was a dead-head. 
Still 
there are those who have a suspicion that the 
§ 2 5 0 ,0 0 0 subscription raised by the Now 
York Tim es went into the bottom less pit of 
Shipherd’s wild speculation. 
M antrop says 
the general paid § 5 0 0 0 in cash on allotm ent 
at the outset, but he does not know how much 
he paid iii since. 
W e do not see that there 
was 
anything 
reprehensible in 
the 
con­ 
duct 
of 
tho 
gentlem en 
who 
purchased 
ttie stock as long as they believed it) the valid­ 
ity of (he claim and the ability of its owners 
to push it to a successful settlem ent. 
There 
was uo suggestion so far as we can see, iu 
the early stages of the enterprise, th at any 
official action would be solicited either from 
the executive or the legislative departm ent of 
the governm ent. ’Senator M cPherson was there­ 
fore no more debarred from investing his 
nionej by any public consideration thau he 
would be from investing in any private specu­ 
lation which his judgm ent told him would 
bring in a good profit. 
Mr. M antrop’s revelations derive their prin­ 
ce al value from the fact th at they throw some 
light on the points over which Mr. Sbipherd 
passed so deftly during his 
exam ination. 
They may lead eventually to the discovery of 
the “ bottom facts” th at are needed for a final 
determ ination of the question whether any 
officials of the U nited States governm ent were 
in league w ith the speculators, or w hether the 
brilliant foreigu policy of the as-secretary of 
state rested solidly on the guano and nitrate 
beds of Peru, which were expected to enrich 
those who had been “ let iii on the ground 
floor.” w hile bankrupting, the w retch*! ta pub­ 


lic for which Mr. Blaine seemed to entertain 
so m uch tender solicitude. 
The public feel 
th a t there was som ething rotten in the whole 
business, aud th at Sbipherd has succeeded in 
saviug tile men with whom he was associated. 
The whole truth should come out; nothing 
loss will satisfy the people, and if these reve­ 
lations of M antrop’s eau be of any assistance 
to those who are trying to unravel the m ys­ 
tery, they are to be welcomed. 


O E H G R O W I N G E A O O H T K O l ' B L E S . 


T he fact cannot be w inked out of sight that 
the industrial condition of the country is 
gradually becoming critical. 
Labor is dis­ 
satisfied, restless, aggressive; strikes are num ­ 
erous aud daily increasing; m anufacturers and 
contractors are troubled. 
Lawrence led off 
with a form idable protest against the inade­ 
quacy of wages to the dem ands of the opera­ 
tive’s fam ily. 
New York, Cohoes, F all River, 
P h ilad elp h ia and other large centres are now 
convulsed with difficulties existing between 
capital and labor, and difficulties which will 
require an expenditure or loss of m illions to 
adjust. 
The infection bas spread rapidly 
u u til it has reached the iron regions of P enn­ 
sylvania. 
"Where it w ill end, or how it will 
end, is a question th at can only be m et on the 
wide and undefined field of conjecture. 
B ut it may bo well to inquire into the 
causes. 
F or surely there arc causes, and suffi­ 
cient ones, for this sweeping and rapidlv- 
rising wave of industrial disturbance. 
Tho 
country seems to bo generally prosperous ; 
the crops give rrom ise of a bountiful harvest; 
m oney invested in legitim ate business and 
solid speculative enterprises brings in good re­ 
turns ; there is no financial stringency,and (here 
is nothing to indicate the advent of a panic 
or a falling off in the volum e of our products. 
W hy should there be labor troubles thou? 
There can be only one reason, and th at is 
plain to every observer of our national affairs 
—high and unnecessary taxation. 
In d u stry is obliged to pay intof the treasury 
of the U nited Btatcs every year about §150,- 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 in excess of the legitim ate needs of 
the governm ent. 
This enormous surplus, with 
the cost of its collection, is deducted from what 
ought to be the profits of labor and trade. High 
taxation means higher prices for necessaries 
and lower wages—the two strongest foes of 
m aterial prosperity and progress. 
W hen the 
m echanic or the laborer finds that th e price of 
m eat, flour, butter, clothing and fuel and the 
ren t he pays for his tenem ent are increased, 
while his wages ave left at the old figures or 
cut down, he is naturally disposed to protest. 
The problem of life is made dark and difficult, 
and he regards with an uufrieuoly and some­ 
tim es m enacing look the gorgeous turn-out 
and luxurious ways of his em ployer. 
I t is a 
notorious fact, which every housekeeper and 
hotel 
proprietor 
will 
vouch 
for, 
that 
the 
com m on 
necessaries 
of 
the 
table 
have 
advanced 
in 
price 
from 
5 
to 
2 0 per cent, 
within a year. 
A N ew York 
butcher said Monday to a reporter th at he had 
never know n m eat to be so dear. 
H e was 
obliged on th at day to pay §8 65 per hundred 
pounds for hest bullocks, live weight, wheu 
last year during April the highest price was 
§6 50. 
W ith do corresponding increase in 
wages, it is easy to understand why labor is 
dissatisfied, and why the striking epidem ic is 
spreading so rapidly. 
If the present Congress was elected to per­ 
form any one particular duty It was to bring 
about a reform in the tariff regulations w hich 
would 
lighten tha 
burdens 
of 
taxation. 
It 
has 
neglected 
this 
work and seems 
determ ined 
to 
prevent 
any 
action 
thereon 
for 
perhaps

come. 
W e will still pay in our § 1 5 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 a year 
surplus for the benefit of jobbers and claim 
agents; prices will continue to go up and 
wages to go down, and we will have strikes 
and disturoances a n i dissatisfied laborers, and 
consequently a taste of “ bad tim es,” unless 
some rem edy be applied; unless tho people 
rise up aud dem and relief from the unnatural 
drain upon their resources which Congress has 
set itself to perpetuate. 


O EH IN D IAN 1*1X0BEEM. 


The Indian policy of the governm ent has 
been for years a dark disgrace, a blot upou the 
history of civilization; and much has been 
said and w ritten in the way of condem nation 
of its course in dealing with the aboriginal 
tribes. 
Abuses have been pointed out, acts of 
gross injustice and stupidity made m anifest 
and reforms suggested, aud still the same 
policy 
of 
fraud, 
deceit 
and 
outrageous 
cruelty 
is 
continued. 
True 
it ' is 
that various desultory experim ents have been 
made in other lines of policy under the sanc­ 
tion of the Interior D epartm ent, by persons 
having pet theories oil the Indian question, 
and in isolated cases the results have been 
highly beneficial; hut the general policy of 
the governm ent has not been affected. 
The 
old story of broken faith, territory invaded, 
rights ignored, resistance and final subjuga­ 
tion of the abused and resentful “ hostiles” 
has 
beeu 
told 
so 
often th at it is ac­ 
cepted 
as 
a 
m atter 
of 
courso 
in 
explanation of nearly all Indian outbreaks. 
These things have been said over and over 
again, until everybody understands th at the 
Iudian policy is a gross outrage and ought to 
be changed radically, but no well-defined 
scheme of reform has been advocated with the 
persistency aud unanim ity of public opinion 
back of it necessary to com m and the serious 
attention of those who bold the power to 
change the policy of the governm ent. 
A m ovem ent has been started in P hiladel­ 
phia that may possibly lead to more satisfac­ 
tory results, by aw akening the public con­ 
science ami bringing the com bined power of 
public opinion to bear in one direction. 
The 
press of P hiladelphia, including nearly all the 
leading papers, has issued an address to the 
press of the whole country asking cc-operatiou 
in 
urging 
upon 
Congress 
the 
adoption 
of 
a 
proposed 
Iudian 
policy, 
set forth 
in 
a platform 
of principles. 
In 
general 
terms 
these 
principles 
are: 
Good faiih; 
inviolability 
of Indian 
territory; 
prom pt 
enforcem ent 
of 
lows 
protecting 
life 
and property, aud punishm ent of individuals 
instead of tribes: tire creatiou of a separate 
Indian departm ent free from political influ­ 
ence; abolition of privileged tradership* and 
the rum traffic; non-intercourse between sol­ 
diers and In d ian s; no rem ovals; education; 
holding of lands in severalty, aud cilizenship 
for self-supporting Iudiaus. 
W ithout discussing the details of such a 
policy, it is evident that tho general prin­ 
ciples 
are 
correct, aud th at 
the greatest 
evils 
of 
the 
preseut 
system 
would 
disappear under their operation. 
T reat an 
Iudian like a m an, hold him responsible as 
an individual, and give him the rights th at lie 
sees others about him enjoying, and he will 
usually accept the situation and soon cease to 
be a mere abstract portiou of a tribe, w ithout 
identity or personal responsibility. 
Rescue 
him from the plundering bands of the post 
trader 
and 
he 
will 
learn 
to 
place 
more confidence in the promises of white 
m en and in tim e adm it th at some of them are 
actually honest. E ducate him , give him land 
aud let him understand th at be m ust earn his 
own living and cannot rem ain a perpetual 
pauper, and more than half the difficulty dis­ 
appears. 
The rem ainder will disappear when 
the governm ent begins to keep its faith w ith 
the Iudian in all m atters. 
The wild Indian is Dot the rom antic noble 
red m an of the sentim entalists by any means, 
and he is not a had sort of fellow w hen treated 
half way decent. 
H e does not like work, to 
be sure, bu t he should not be judged harshly 
for that. 
V ery few white m en really like to 
labor, and some have been heard of NY ho can­ 
not be induced to make them selves , useful 
under any circum stances. 
The natural repug­ 
nance c l husoanitx to ^ l e i s u r e is so d e n ­ 


ser) ted that it crops out unconsciously, and 
the 
m an 
who 
speaks 
m ost 
eloquently 
to the w orkingm an of the dignity of his social 
position will in the same breath 
piously 
assent to the theory that labor was imposed 
upon hum anity as a curse for original sin. So, 
if Lo is lazy be is not lonesome in th a t respect. 
Ho is uncleanly, too, in his natural state, but 
there are civilized m en who are unacquainted 
with the uses of soap. 
The Indian will recover from his laziness 
when he realizes th at he m ust work or starve, 
like other folks, and not a m om ent sooner. 
W hen he will take a bath 
no m an can 
tell, and no m an need care. 
U pen the 
score of honesty, the loss said tho better—for 
the w hite man. 
A ll the horse thieves don’t 
wear hreech-clouts and paint their noses. The 
savage is a cruel, fiendish foe; hu t if he can 
perpetrate any more atrocious outrages than 
the white troops have been guilty of in tho In ­ 
dian wars of tho past quarter of a century he 
is worse than he has ever been painted. 
In 
short, the In d ian bas m uch of hum an nature 
in his m ake-up, and will behave him self like 
other people w hen treated as ho sees them 
treated. 
It is a fact J h a t where tho Indian is per­ 
m itted to go about his business and mingle 
with white people on a reasonably fair foot­ 
ing, lie gives no trouble to the governm ent 
nor to his neighbors. 
Clothe him with indi­ 
vidual Tights and their atten d an t responsi­ 
bilities, m ake him am enable to the law and 
protect him in all his legal rights, compel him 
to work for his living and quit lying to him, 
and there will be no occasion for hunting the 
Indian every sum m er and m urdering his squaw 
and pappooses in the winter.

C. Runner, Edward 
Everett Hale, Lang and Gosse, the English poets, 
and Tooker and Saxton, two promising writers 
among the younger poets of this country. The 
opening'paper is entitled "The Canadian Mecca,” 
the subject being the Catholic pilgrim ages to the 
village of St. Anne de Beupre, on the St. Law­ 
rence, aud its alleged miracle-working spring.

The First Blow of the Minute 
Men Against Tyranny. 


T he M em orable F ig h t on th e M orn­ 
in g o f A p ril 1 9 , 1 7 7 5 , R eto ld . 


* 'TU (trance, bot true; for truth is always strange, 
Stranger than Action.” 
One hundred and seven years ago the season was 
very far advanced In M iodiesex county, Mass. All 
vegetable life bad unshed forw ard bv th e m iddle 
of Ai rn, as far as it will t>e the present year by the 
m iddle of May. 
At th e tim e when the events 
occurred which we here set forth in this story, 
th e w inter rye had grown to be so tall th a t it 
waved in the wind, and the roads were as dry and 
well settled as they usually are in the sum m er. 
It 
was early in the m orning of a delightful spring 
day—so early th a t the first streaks of dawn 
had not begun to appear In th e east—when a 
horsem an cam e riding in hot haste from the direc­ 
tion of Concord, tow ard th e house of Captain 
Joseph Robbins, the com m issioned military’ officer 
of Acton, who lived n earest to the potut which 
was soon to be th e scene of a m ost exciting and 
im portant event. The first intim ation of the 
stran g er’s com ing was th e sound of horses’ 
hoofs, 
as 
they stru ck 
the 
planks of 
the 
bridge th a t spanned the N sshoba brook, b u t Mrs, 
Robbins, who was startled ou t of sleep by the 
ludden noise, had no t tim e to so fully collect her 
■wakened faculties aa to ask her spouse w hat he 
thought it m eant when th e rid er was a t hand and 
(truck a corner of the bouse th ree blows w ith a 
dub. 
So heavy w ere the strokes th a t they caused 
the building to trem ble and aw akened every one 
In the house, even to th e baby in the cradle. No 
sooner had the blows ceased than there cam e upon 
th e stillness of the m orning this strange m essage: 
“ Captain Robbins! C aptain Robbins! 
V p ! X’p ! T h e R r c B l a n A re 
C ern in g to 
C o n co rd . 
Q uickly as possible alarm Acton. 
Rendezvous 
a t the old N orth bridge." 
Before the portly captain was able to throw 
open the door to find out the p articulars or to dis­ 
cover who the m essenger was, he was gone, and 
th e planks of the bridge shook again under his 
horse's weight. 
'Ibis, to the inm ates of th a t 
house, was like the announcem ent of the coiniug 
of a flood or of a tornado, aud for a m om ent all 
was still. 
It was like the hush which precedes a 
tem pest on the tropical seas. F or m onths the 
political horizon of the Am erican colonies had 
been fringed w ith om inous clouds. 
This 
was 
especially ti ue of the M assachusetts colony. The 
settlers had so n their chartered rights invaded 
little by little tor years, and louder and louder bad 
become the tones of rem onstrance on th eir p art; 
ana, w hat was more to the purpose, a provincial 
congress, composed of duly elected representa­ 
tives 
of 
the 
town, 
had 
m et 
a t 
Concord 
during the early part of to e previous October, 
and had made preparations for som ething m ore 
than a m ere paper defence of th eir rights. 
It 
was now well know n th a t th e tim e was near 
when the questions betw een m e crown and the 
people would be settled, no t by the bloodless arts 
of diplomacy, b u t by tho ordeal of war. 
One of 
the recom m endations of the recent Congress was 
th a t in all the tow ns com panies of men should be 
organized and drilled, who would be ready to 
m arch a t a m in u te’s w arning. 
Alm ost every 
tow n in the vicinity bad acted upon th a t sug­ 
gestion, so th a t d u rin g those long w inter m onths 
th ere 
w ere 
about 
Concord 
hundreds 
of 
m en 
w ho 
virtually 
were 
resting 
upon 
th eir arm s, expecting any 
day to be called 
into active service. There was such a body of 
men in Actou, m ade up of Hip best people o ltb e 
town, of those who were superior in physique, in 
discipline, in patriotism , and in every' soldierly 
quality. This com pany consisted of nearly fifty 
uien and 
W a s C o m m an d ed by Is a a c D av is. 
one of the noblest of characters, who a t this tim e 
was in the very m orning of m anhood, being about 
30 years of age. Our conception of the person, 
sp irit and general hearing of th is m an has been 
tru th fu lly set lo rtb in T rench’s statu e of the 
-Minute man which stands, m ost fittingly, on the 
bank of Hie Concord w here Davis fell. The com ­ 
m ander of A cton’s com pany of volunteers, to w hich 
I nave ju st referred,w as the nearest neighbor to the 
l ’uritati m inister oi the town, Jo h n Swift, and lived 
•b o u t a m ile I ruin the house ut C ain iii) Robbins, 
to whom, as we have learned, a m ost im portant 
message had been borne on th a t A pril m orning. 
C aptain Robbins was a man of action and a man 
of lungs. 
Lf an alarm was to he given he was the 
m an to give it, for It was said of him th a t he could 
m ake him self beard a t the distance of a mile. Ile 
was one to lie paralyzed by lear only to r an in­ 
stan t. No sooner had ne recovered from his mo­ 
m entary surprise than he ran to the foot of 
the cham ber stairs and shouted to his son 
Jo h n to bestir blm seii and come down, a sum ­ 
mons which bls son did uot need, for he had 
beard all th a t had taken place, and was no less 
excited than his father. Tho boy lived to become 
a venerable m agistrate, 
b u t "the m emory of 
the stran g er’s 
‘T appings’’ 
and 
of th a t cry 
of alarm never left him . 
It is th e work of b u t a 
few 
m inutes 
for 
the 
boy 
to m ount his 
fa th e r’s horse, aud he is soon off in hot haste 
fo r the house of C aptain Davis, charged w ith a 
m ost im p o rtan t m essage. As he dashed along on 
th a t April m orning he could not help noticing 
bow delightful everything in nature was. The 
fact th a t it is so pleasant in to e country is th e 
reason why 
T h e r e K u s A ris e n a n O ccasio n o f A la rm . 
G eneral Gage th in k s it will do his soldiers good 
to take a little ja u n t into the rural districts after 
th eir close confinem ent in the tow n all winter. 
The east shows some signs of the com ing m orn­ 
ing, and the air is frag ran t from the bursting 
buds and from the warm, dam p earth, so lull, iu 
its prim itive richness, ol a g reat variety of plant- 
life. As lie passes th e swam py places, the peep­ 
ing of the frugs sounded like the tinkling hells, 
and before he reached the grim old m eeting­ 
house the birds have begun th eir m orning song. 
How strange it is th a t on such a day as this, 
when everything in nature, when God rules su­ 
preme, is no harm onious and joy-giving, there 
should be in m e society of m en such a tu m u lt of 
passion, such a prospect of carnage and of all 
the misery of war! 
At last ne arrived a t th e sim ple home of Davis. 
There is nu appearance of sm oke from the chim ­ 
ney. The family was uot yet awake. There is 
sickness in the house. 
It seemed sad th a t the 
quietness of the hour should be broken in upon 
by the wilu alarm of war.

evil omen. 
D uring the absence of the fam ily an im m ense 
owl had eilected uu entrance to th e 'house and on 
th eir return was found perched upon the captain's 
favorite m usket, and there it sat for three days, 
and then w ent as m ysteriously as it cam e. D ay.s’ 
a lte r conduct showed th a t he had toe presenti­ 
m ent upon him th a t he was soon to die, and in 
some way connected w ith th a i im plem ent of war. 
But, though all this was true, he was too Doble a 
hero to sin ink from the perform ance of his duty 
for a single in stan t. By signal guns, or by m es­ 
sengers, Davis m ustered his men in an incredible 
sh o rt tune, to the num ber of about fittv, at his 
bouse. 
No doubt tile venerable pastor^ Sw ill, 
was there, speaking words of encouragem ent to 
th e men and striving to cheer the hearts of the 
women who had come to see th eir braves ones off. 
The soldiers w ere engaged variously in their hasty 
preparations. 
Some were burnishing the barrels 
of their m uskets, 
hom e Vt e re G rin d in g T h e ir B a y o n e ts , 
lom e were pow dering th eir hair—all were eager 
to meet the foe and, aa one said, “ huve a h it at 
Old Gage.’’ 
Most of the men were in a gay and 
playful mood, hut D avis was noticeably serious 
in bis bearing, and reproved th e levity which was 
about him, saying “ th at It was a m ost responsible 
duty w hich they were called upon to discharge, 
and th at upon the issue of th a t day m ight depend 
the liberty of Am, fica.” B ut at leugth, and 
w hen the sun was scarcely two hours high, the 
com pany was ready to fall in to line to report as 
soon as possible at the place of rendezvous in 
Concord. 
A fter D arts had m arched his men from the 
lane which led from ids house to the highway lie 
w ent hack and hade bis wife a final adieu, giving 
it, as his last injunction, th at she should lake 
good care of the children. The Drave captain 
then returned to his men and, as though every 
private concern had been duly provided ior, he 
gave him self up com pletely to the service ot his 
couutry. It is perfectly evident that, from th at 
tim e on, he was as one standing between the 
altar aud the plough, ready for either. A t the par­ 
sonage one of tile men was furnished w ith a weil- 
hiied pow der-horn.

highway near the house ol Colonel Jam es B arrett, 
sot far from the old N orth bridge.

Tories had repoi ted to G eneral G age were col­ 
lected a t th a t place. 
C a p ta in Davis* f i r s t Im p u lse 
was to fire upon the red-coats then and there, but 
be was a man of m ilitary discipline, and tho 
sim ple im port of hts orders was to rep o rt at the 
place of rendezvous, hence he felt it to be his 
duty to move on. W ithout o th er in terru p tio n , 
tfleA cton men soon readied the eai-tern flank of 
th e P unkatasset hill, in lull view of tho beautiful 
river m ost appropriately nam ed Concord and the 
usually quiet but now tum ultuous village beyond. 
IJpun the southern slope of this hill were as­ 
sem bled several 
hundred provincial 
m inute 
men 
aud m ilitia. 
The 
regim ent to which 
C aptain D avis’ company belonged was already 
draw n up In line, and Davis wheeled his m en in to 
a position upon the extrem e left, the place w hich 
he bad held at a recent m uster and w hich would 
properly fall to him as the youngest cap tain in the 
regim ent. Upon the arrival of tn e Acton com­ 
pone a council of war was called, and was at­ 
tended on the spot by the com m issioned m ilitary 
officers and by the com m ittees of safety. 
The 
long-anticipated crisis in the 
affairs 
of 
the 
province and of all of the colonies had a t length 
come. P etitions had been slighted, rem onstrances 
had been unheeded, evident restlessness under 
abuse had only resulted in new aggravations, and 
now, when it was evident th at the people bud 
taken steps in the direction of 
a forcible 
resistance, th eir preparations were sneered a t 
by tho ruling power. 
A 
prom inent English 
earl said ol tho patrio ts at about this time, “ They 
are a set of cow ardly undisciplined mon. 
lf they 
do uot run away they will starve them selves into 
com pliance w ith our nieasm es.” 
General Gage 
thought th a t tho sim ple pleasure trip ol a lew 
hundred of ills regulars to Concord, which was 
virtually the centre of tho revolt, would quench 
every spark of insubordination iii the province. 
As the council of war was being held ny those 
farm ers upon the soother!) slope of P unkatasset, 
it wa* being ueoided w hether w hat the p a tr io t 
had done in the way of rem onstrance was merely 
bravado, or w hether they bad beeu in sober earn­ 
est. C aptain Davis had seen tne red-coats de­ 
stroying property th a t had been purchased by the 
people lu r their own deteuce. 
A t this point 
smoke began to rise from the m idst of the village. 
A B o d y o f R e g u la r s H a d A d v an ced 
to the bridge, seem ingly to cut the provincials ort 
(rom the town so th a t not only toe property lint 
the helpless in h ab itan ts of the village m ight be 
a t the mercy of the foe. 
W hat could be done? 
It was evident th a t the tim e had come for the use 
of an u s, but who would lead? W uat captain is 
so sure of the courage of his men th a t he can 
vouch for it th a t they will not quail before the 
steel of those soldiers who tollew war as a pro­ 
fession, aud who have become veterans upon the 
great battlefields of Europe? A decision was 
reached. The voice of D avis,.speaking in m ost 
decided tones, said: 
“ I haven't a m an th a t is 
afraid to go.” C aptain Davis returned to bis 
men and, m arching them from the left to the 
rig h t of tne line, took th e position which, in the 
onset, would he the place of danger. 
N othing should be w ritten disparagingly of the 
courage ot any Of the brave lellows who had a 
p a rt in the decisive work of April IU, 1775; but, 
in the worus of Em erson: “ In all noble actious 
we may say, ’tis only the first step th a t costs." 
C aptain Davis should have the highest meed of 
praise, because he, w ith a deliberate purpose, 
was ready to take the first step, and, which taken, 
cost him his life. 
The conclusion of th at mem­ 
orable day’s work is briefly told iu the following 
q u o tatio n ' from B ancroft’s H istory, Vol. VHI., 
C hapter 59: “ B arrett, tile colonel, on horseback, 
in the tear, then gave the order to advance, hut 
not to fire unless attacked. 
H ie calin features of 
C aptain Davis of Acton becam e changed and, 
draw ing his sword, he cried, ‘M arch.’ 
Hts com­ 
pany, being on the right, led the way tow ards the 
bridge, he him self at their head, and by iiis side 
M ajor John B u ttn ck of Concord, w ith John Koh- 
lu son of W estford. 
T h u s T h o se T h r e e M en W a lk e d 
together in front, followed by the m inute men 
and m ilitia in double file, trailing arm s.” 
Though Davis was furnished w ith a small sword 
as filling fits com m and lie bore in his hands a 
m usket, a piece of nice w orkm anship of his own 
m anufacture, for he was a gunsm ith, und with 
this firmly grasped and levelled, if not fired, he 
fed, shot through the heart. By bis side also fell 
Abner H a u le r, a m em ber of his company. L ater 
in the day Jam es Hay ward of Acton tell s t Lex­ 
ington. flay ward and his foe raised their m uskets 
and fired a t the sam e tim e aud both shots were 
fatal. 
lie and Dis foe were bv each other slain, 
ills victim's blood with his ye earth did stain. 
Three hours before Davis had hid his wife and 
child e n farew ell; th a t afternoon he was borne 
lifeless to nis form er home aud laid, “ with his 
countenance hut little altered,” in his w ile's bed­ 
room. The next day the homes of Hosm er and 
Hayward were brought to the sam e place, and 
there their funeral was attended by a great m ulti­ 
tude from many miles around. 
The sacred dust of these heroes,-the proto­ 
m artyrs of Hie revolution, reposed undisturbed in 
the town cem etery for a period of more than 
seventy-hve years, until A pril 19, 1851, when it 
was rem oved and placed iu a m assive granite 
m onum ent, erected by the Commonwealth aud 
the town to perpetuate and honor the memory of 
Acton’s heroes of 
revolutionary 
lam e. 
Tills 
m onum ent rises above the Acton common to 
such a height th a t its top may be seen from cer­ 
tain points in Concord, ana it is custom ary with 
visitors who go to the old bridge aud stand be- 
for the statue of the M inute m an, as before a 
shrine of patriotism , to uot leave the vicinity 
w ithout a t least looking a t this gran ite pile, in­ 
tended to perpetuate a nam e which is w orthy to 
stand w ith loose of Leom das, Ted and Winkel- 
ried, and whose real service to his country waa no 
less th an theirs.
